ONCE again it is necessary to press the urgency of the refugee 
problem. Up till now a veritable paralysis of initiative, whether 
it be self-inflicted or imposed by external factors, seems to have 
overtaken all who have set about to deal with it. President Roose- 
VELT’S generous and resounding call raised high hopes in some 
quarters. But the Evian Conference which resulted from his 
summons has been through ail these months sterile of results. <A 
shower of protestations and proposals followed. But this, too, 
has passed uselessly by. And the net constructive result of all the 
to-do is practically nil. 

Meanwhile, the problem has grown steadily more formidable. 
We have witnessed the terrible pogroms in Germany, and the 
increased pressure on the Jewish population there to be gone at 
the earliest moment. ._We have seen Italy, Czecho-Slovakia, and 
other countries slithering down the anti-Semitic abyss under Nazi 
impulsion. Our own news columns this week make sorry reading, 
with their tales of imperious Rumanian demands for a Jewish 


exodus and of panic-stricken Hungarian Jewry clamouring for per- 


mission to escape from mounting troubles. Camps are being set up 
in this country and that. German political refugees in Czecho- 


/ Slovakia tremble at the danger of expulsion to their native land— 


and the concentration camp. Polish Jews from Germany, driven out 
at the point of the gun, rot in disused stables on the Polish frontier. 
Never, surely, has abject incapacity to handle a great and perilous 
issue been exhibited on so depressing and frightening a scale. 


For, all that one knows, at the moment, is that the Director of the 


Evian Committee is going to talk in Berlin, and that Mr. MonTAGU 
NORMAN is visiting the same city, though whether to discuss 
refugees or only to assist at a christening no one can say for certain. 
Is it not time, now when the whole problem promises to get com- 
pletely. out of hand, to lay resolute hands on it in the spirit of 
practical statesmanship? In truth there is not a day to be lost. 
The broad outlines of such an attack have been repeatedly

drawn—by none more clearly than by Sir ARTHUR SALTER in his 
recent article on the subject in The Times. There is, in the first 
place, desperate need for temporary shelters for those under direst 
stress, havens in which they may be trained for settlement oversea. 
And there is urgent necessity to find places for such ultimate 
settlement. But these two steps, as Sir ARTHUR pointed out, nrust 
be taken concurrently, for neither is possible on any adequate 
scale without the other. The reluctance to admit temporary 
refugees would be weakened if there were evidence that permanent 
settlement were being taken seriously in hand. And the prospects 
of such setthement would be improved by the training which the 
temporary refugees would receive. But while some of the latter 
class have been admitted into some countries, all efforts to secure 
large areas for permanent group settlement seem stuck in a bog. 
No public effort has been made to investigate the offers that have 
been put forward. _ We do not know whether this is the fault of 
the Government or: of the voluntary bodies. concerned. We 
cannot even tell with which of these agencies the initial step would 
rest, or whether the matter is even being discussed with a view tc 
preparation for practical action. We only know that nothing has 
been accomplished or, at any rate, made ‘public. 

Yet, a glance at the facts will vividly illustrate the magnitude 
About half-a-million broken and 
despairing Jews in Germany and Austria. Another half-a-miullion 

non-Aryans ©’ in the same countries. Thousands of Jews in 
Italy “under notice to leave." A million or so, 1m all, begging 
for help now or certarn to do so im the near future. And on the 
horizon loom. fresh refugee floods: Nearly two million Jews, 
according to the-authority already quoted, in Hungary, Rumania, 
Three nmullion more in Poland, 
where the baleful influence of the German march eastward 
predicted for this spring will probably start a huge Jewish flight. 
in all,-it is calculated that7in the. next few years the number of 
refugees will have soared to a total of between three and five 
millions. It is in the presence of this colossal problem that the 
nations stand bemused. 


Leaving such.a task to private philanthropy ts obviously out of 
Infiltration in small numbers, here or there, is a 
mere “pill for. an earthquake.’ There ts only one wavy mass 
settlement—on the lines of the successful Greek precedent of 1923. 
That step, as Sir ARTHUR SALTER advocates, should be undertaken 
by the several Governments concerned, who should raise loans for 
the purpose. German offers, which amount merely to tiding Nazi 
economy over its shortage of raw materials so that rearmament 
may be feverishly proceeded with at the: expense of the trade of 
other nations, constitute no reasonable alternative. They mean, 
in the end, that the democratic nations would export munitions 
to the Reich in preparation for another war. There are, how- 
ever, better ways. In yesterdays Manchester Guardian, Su 
LEONARD FRANKLIN, a competent and respected authority, suggests 
that if Germany seizes the money of the prospective refugees 

the nations who have Nazi Aryans’ money should use that for 
the support and maintenance’’ of those refugees. This ts on all 
fours with a proposal made recently in these columns that deduc- . 
tions should be made from payments for Germangimports, mot 
artificially increased, to meet the interest and sinking fund of 
Refugee loans. Such loans would add political, as well as economic, 
strength to the lands receiving refugees, and therefore, in the case 
of British countries, to the whole Empire. Is it too much to 
ask that Britain should take the lead in practical steps in this 
direction, for the greater glory of her own Empire and the advance- 
ment of justice and humanity among men? 


NOTES OF THE WEEK 


JEWISH SHOPS WITH THE SHUTTERS UP 


Since Sunday there has not been a single Jewish-owned shop in 
Germany. Out of about 3,750 such establishments in Berlin alone, 
some 1,200 were marked for “ Aryanisation.” The rest were closed 
down. Of the 1,200, however, only 700 have passed into “ Aryan” 
hands. The rest have either failed to attract a purchaser or are con- 
sidered incapable of offering a decent livelihood. In other words, 


the Jews who have been so cruelly treated were in great measure 


popr men struggling for a livelihood, whose assets were insufficient 
to excite even “ Aryan” greed! How insignificant they were, com- 
mercially speaking, may be gathered from the fact that, although they 
were supposed to receive compensation for the furniture and fittings 
of their shops, these were in many instances regarded as hopelessly 
old-fashioned, and therefore valueless, Needless to say, nothing came 
to them in the shape of payn ment for goodwill. Yet it is upon these 
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humble folk that the Nazi jackboot brutally treads, and thousands 


of unhappy people who have been scratching out a meagre livelihood - 


are driven into the streets to starve. There can be no reasens of 
State for this wickedness but only an insatiable sadism. How, and 
where, are these shopkeeper victims now to earn their bread?

He will be equipped with a programme of a hundred 
per ce:¥. “Aryan” music. To this end, he has been engaged in 
hunting up the genealogical.trees of certain popular composers and 
authors, or rather the publishers have been asked to say whether the 
authors and composers of certain of their tunes are Jews. The result has 
becs, as we say, a complete sweep of Jews, including Gershwin and 
Irving Berlin (a name which would, of course, have been particularly 
liable to objection), and the “ draft programme ™ sent to Germany for 
approval is made up only of items presumably considered appro- 
priate for “ Aryan” ears, such as “ The Donkey’s Serenade,” “ Ride, 
Tenderfoot, Ride,” and “The Lambeth Walk” (beloved of Jewish 
Barmitzvah parties). According to a representative of the Henry 
Hall organisation, there were no official orders from Berlin for this 
gleichgeschaltung, but “ we have been in consultation with the theatre 
and have let common sense be our guide.” According to Mr. Hail 
himself, he accepted the engagement “ knowing that tunes by Jewish 
composers and authors cannot be played in Germany.” The justifica- 


_ tion advanced is as follows: While not wanting to appear as approving _ 


of the racial prejudice in Germany, the band was not going over to 
make trouble. Racial prejudice does exist and it is no use “ kicking 
against the pricks,” and if the musicians are going to play in Germany 
they have to accept. the German outlook—even, it would seem, at 
the cost of offending and penalising the Jewish composers and authors 
to whom they owe so much. We would. only say that musicians no less 
eminent than Henry Hall, artists like Toscanini, Weingartner, Pablo 
Casals. Elisabeth Schumann, and Lotte Lehmann, have shown a better 
way. 


URGENT! | 

Last week we drew attention to the fact that there are in Germany 
at this moment some thirty or forty thousand Jews. who hold 
affidavits from friends or relatives in other countries guaranteeing 
their support in the event of emigration. We pointed out that immi- 
gration regulations are holding up their departure, and that mean- 
while they are living in dread of the next wave of anti-Jewish violence. 
But in Czecho-Slovakia there are from 3,000 to. 4,000 individuals 


(including, no doubt, Jews) who for political reasons have already . 


fled from Germany and Austria, but who are threatened with com- 
pulsory seturn to those countries unless they can leave their 
temporary haven before the end of this month. Most of these un- 
fortunate people, too, according to THe TIMES, appear to have secured 
maintenance affidavits that would ensure their admission to the United 
States, out are delayed by the cause already mentioned. The British 
Government, it is said, are allowing as many as they can to stay here 
until they are allowed into America. But a great number remain 
apparently in Czecho-Slovakia, where Nazification seems already 
under way. 


We suggested, last week, that people possessing maintenance 
affidavits might, without any risk to British interests, be granted 
temporary stay in this country, under a pledge that they would be 
supported from private funds and would leave as soon as their turn 
came to go oversea. We would again earnestly press this suggestion 
upon the attention of the authorities here and in other countries. 
especially in the case of the refugees still in Czecho-Slovakia and 
in dire danger of a forcible return “home.” Surely this would not 
be too great a draught at least upon British humanity, so impressively 
exemplified in other directions? 


H. G. WELLS AND THE JEWS } 

IN an article in the SUNDAY CuHronicLe, Mr. H. G. Wells returns to 
the Jewish question, a subject which possesses an understandable 
fascination for his speculative and world-ranging mind. With much 
of what he says there will be a considerable measure of agreement 
on the part of the Jews. In particular, there will be a Teady assent 
to his proposition that the intensification of the Jewish problem is 


“ part of a swift and terrifying change which is coming over human ~ 


affairs,” and that it cannot be dealt with by itself or in 
any way except as a portion of the general human problem. 
But Mr. Wells goes on to argue that the Jews are not doing their > 
share in the creation of a new and wiser and better world. Many 
had counted on them, he complains, for a substantial contribution 
to the intellectual effort to secure saner co-operation in the world 
which he deems vital. They had looked for a self-forgetful race 
“sprinkling many nations,” and giving itself, not altogether without 
recompense, to the service of mankind. But they have been 
disappointed.

people in the world, he alleges, have caught the fever of irrational 
nationatism that has been epidemic since 1918 so badly as the Jews.

We must say that such a statement, viewed in the light of the 
murderous Japanese aggression, and the ruthless exterminalon 0. 
German Jewry, justified by a cynical theory of racial superiority, 
strikes us as a little unworthy of a philosopher like Mr. Wells. In 
Britain, he asserts, there is a growing irritation at the killing and 
wounding of British soldiers and Arabs in_ pitched battles fought 
because of the Zionist idea. He forgets ‘hat the battles are joined 
with the supporters of a campaign of barbarous cruelty to civilians, 


including the gruesome slaying of little children at Tiberias; that 


the Jews of Palestine exercised a memorable restraint in the face of 
such provocation; and that nobody deplored more deeply the death 
of British soldiers than did the Jews of Palestine, who asked nothing 
better than the liberty to fight their own battles, He takes no account 
of the sacrifice of Jewish lives in this war against ruthless gangsters 
or of the silent heroism of the many Jewish men who have quietly 
performed the most dangerous tasks in suppressing the terrorists and 
have exposed themselves continually to peril so as to help the Govern- 
ment restore law and order. _ 


Mr. Wells tells us that it is only unwillingly that he makes this 
“ mild recognition of a certain national egoism ” which the Jews as a 
people display, because he is “ acutely sensible of the misery and suffer- 
ing to which great numbers of them are being subjected in great 
parts ef the world.” . If that be so, cannot he bring himself to take a. 
less fanatically hostile view of Zionism, and to realise that it is not 
a species of arrogant nationalism but an idealistic attempt to bring 
spiritual and physical salvation to people lying in the horrible 
He complains that Jews remain a peculiar 
people in the French and English-speaking communities largely by 
their own free choice, because they are history-ridden. But he for- 
gets that the great sin of German.Jewry in Nazi eyes was their 
renunciation of their. status as a “ peculiar people” and their rapid 
assimilation with the rest of the population; and, indeed, there is 
absolutely no indication that if Jews ceased_to be “ history-ridden ” 
no serious Jewish question would arise here or in France. Every 
lesson of history, in which Mr.- Wells delights to exercise himself, 
teaches the contrary. 


JEWS AS A“CHOSEN PEOPLE” 


- As for Mr. Wells's assertion that the Jews are haunted. by a belief that 


they are a chosen people with distinctive privileges over their Gentile 
fellow-creatures, he exhibits in this a total ignorance both of the attitude 
of mind of the average Jew and of Jewish religious teaching. Jews 
never have asked for distinctive privileges but only for equal rights 
with others of God's creatures. Mr. Wells should have been aware 
of the confirmed diagnosis of psychologists that one of the features 
of the Jews’. mentality is an inferiority complex concerning their 
Jewishness—scarcely a proof of the kind of indictment he seeks to 
bring home. The Jews’ interpretation of the phrase “chosen 
people’ has never had anything but a religious significance, a belief 
that they were “chosen.” as servants to cherish for mankind the 
high ethical principles delivered into their keeping, principles for 
which they have suffered ages of martyrdom and which would, if 
universally obeyed, bring about the very unity of mankind which 
Mr. Wells so industriously preaches. He agrees that other people , 
have arrogated to themselves the title of “chosen people.” But when 
he says that the current Nazi gospel is actually and traceably the Old 
Testament turned inside out, he underrates the truth. It is the Old. 
Testament turned upside down! “One law shall there be for the 
native and the stranger” is the law of the Old Testament. We 
suggest to Mr. Wells that he should make a closer and deeper study 


of Judaism, of Jews, and, above all, of Zionism in practice in the -4 
Zionist colonies in Palestine than he appears to have made up to * 
now.

Minister of the Brixton Synagogue, has 
accepted a “call” to become Chief Minister of the Great Synagogue,

NEW SYNAGOGUE (STAMFORD HILL) 


Inadequate Response to Various Appeals 
[COMMUNICATED] 


The half-yearly general meeting of the New. Synagogue was held on 
Sunday evening. Mr. L. Segalov, Warden, who presided, referred to the 
loss which the Congregation had suffered by the death of Mr. S. Nyman, 
Warden for many years, and a keen worker for the Synagogue and its 
associated organisations. In his report, the Chairman mentioned the 
activities of the Regional Minister. Rabbi Dr. 1. Goodman, and the 
Minister, the Rev. B. Cherrick. Shiurim and classes,-he said, were held 
on Fridays, Saturdays, and during the week for youth and adults, and there 
was a Guild of Fellowship for the youth. A Synagogue for Juniors was 
conducted every Sabbath and Festival morning. The scheme for the local 
communal centre adjoining the Synagogue. which would incorporate the 
Stamford. Hill Boys Club and additional classrooms for the Religion 
Classes and Kindergarien and meeting rooms and larger halls, would soon 
be implemented, and arrangements were being considered for the laying of 
the foundation-stonés. He thanked the Ladies’ Guild, and acknowledged 
the work of the Merkaz Ivri, the discussion circle which met fortnightly 
at the houses of different members. He expressed regret at the 
inadequate response to the various appeals made from time to time by the 


Board of Management, and stressed the urgency of the appeal for German 
Jews. 


Mr. M. Bagisch, Warden, also spoke, and the Rev. B. Cherrick described 
the work of the‘Committee formed locally to help refugee children. It was 
imperative, he urged,*to find individual Jewish homes, or to erect hostels 
for Jewish children, so that they could be brought up in a Jewish 
environment. He also outlined the scheme whereby a house-to-house canvass 
for subscribers was being made in the neighbourhood.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR 


JEWS AND THE NATIONAL 
REGISTER 


By WATCHMAN 


WITHIN a few days a great national campaign will be launched -in 
support of the voluntary register of national service. It may be 
argued that that does not call for any special mention-in this paper. 
The call will go out to the people of this country without the singling 
out of any particular element of the population, and there is, there- 
fore, no reason why any section should feel itself espe ially con- 
cerned..- Catholics Protestants, Welshmen, Scotsmen, and 
Irishmen will not feel that the coming campaign will address any 
special message to them. Men of all races and faiths will regard 
themselves as covered by the single cail to the nation. Why then, 
it may be asked, should Jews detect in it some particular significance 
to themselves, and, of their own accord, conyMute themselves a 
Community apart? | 


* 
These doubts and questionings, however, rest on the assumption that 
Jews are living in normal times, and that assumption-,is, for -two 
reasons with which I propose briefly to deal, not lightly to be made. 
The first is that there exists an impression in some quarters that Jews 
are usually backward in responding to the demands of national 
defence. The short answer to that belief is to be. found ijn the Jewish 
army record during the last War—a record doubly remarkable, seeing 
that Jews are, by instinct, a peaceful people shrinking from. blood- 


shed. If it is contended that they are not displaying the same com- 


plete readiness in the present crisis, then it. must be said that it- is 
not right to be dogmatic on the matter, for several influences are 
at work which tend to obscure the numbers of Jews in the Army. 
For one thing, there is a certain animus about, much stronger than 
any that existed at the time of the Great War, and therefore operating 
with much stronger force te persuade the Jew to conceal his religion 
when enlisting. That may be a reason for.the creation of Jewish 
units, in. which. Jewish recruits: would -be free from -unpleasant 
relationships. But I am not arguing that point here. 

SECONDLY; there are Jews who are infected with the same irreligion 
that has crept into Christian denominations, and who are, therefore, 
averse. from being marked down as Jewish. The recruiting sergeant 
-js apt, in such cases, to take a short cut through all hesitations 
and enter the Jewish recruits as Nonconformists—is not the story 
told of one such recording angel who, puzzled by a recruit’s 
declaration that he was a Seventh Day Adventist, scratched his head, 
and exclaiming, “ “Ow the ‘ell d'you think we'll get that on an identity 
disc?” ended his difficulties by summarily remarking to his assistant: 
“Put him down C.O.E., Bill”? Then again there are Jews who, 
quite irrespective of religious considerations, dislike, on principle, the 


classification of soldiers according to religious faith, and it is quite: 


on the cards that as a result they may never figure as Jewish soldiers. 
These things, as I say, render it difficult to determine what is the real 
attitude of Jews to the defence forces, and how many are really 


to be found in the Army. Nevertheless, the impression that they do 


not pull their full weight does persist and, in the present abnormal 
conditions, is likely to grow. And that constitutes the first of the 
two. reasons for my referring to the National Register in this article. 
THERE is no answer to. aspersions on Jewish readiness to defend the 
country other than the enrolment of Jews as Jews in the Territorial 
and other services in such numbers as will still unfriendly or ill- 
informed criticism. And when I say “such numbers,” [ make bold 
to interpret the phrase as “in numbers even beyond their proportion 
to the general population.” I can see, in imagination, a whole shower 
of verbal missiles directed at my head for suggesting, as will, be 
said, that Jews should be more British than the British. But the 
critics can spare their stones. I am not proposing that our’ people 
Should indulge in a showy parade of super-patriotism, but that_in 
the abnormal conditions in which Jews are everywhere placed to-day, 
specially vigorous efforts are demanded of them. And here comes 
in my second reason for mentioning the National Register. What are 
these conditions? 
* 

THEY are only too plain to see. The Jew in England is threatened, 
qua citizen, by the undeniable danger which confronts the country. 
But in that danger lurks also a dire threat to the democratic principle 
which is the major basis of Jewish security. That menace, too, is held 
over the general community. But for the Jew it is, if anything, especi- 
ally grave. If Britain, the-Very citadel of democracy, should, Heaven 
forbid, be overthrown in a war, liberty would perish almost every- 
where, and the fetters would bedastened more tightly even than now 
on Jews abroad, as well as on Jewish hands there which now are free. 
In the light of these threats, I hold that the burden of extra effort is 
unquestionably | laid on Jewish citizens. If any of them are still 
hesitating about enrolling in the Territorial Defence Force, I would ask 


“them how they can square their hesitancy with the deadly perils which 
] have briefly mentioned and which are simply beyond denial. How 
can they, how dare they, stand aloof from a cause in which the lives 
and liberties not only of the country which is their home but the 
dearest and most vital interests of millions of their coreligionists abroad 
are at stake? 
- 
I WANT to be quite frank in this matter. Daily I listen to lamenta- 
tions of Jews over the cruelties in this or that country. Constantly 
| hear bemoanings over alleged impotence in the face of the 
oppressors. But one tires of these emotional demonstrations which 
get us nowhere. And it especially sickens one to hear young men 
occasionally exclaiming: “ But what can we do?” These exclama- 
tions are empty and hypocritical cant. There is something which 
they can do. They can ensure, so far as in them lies, that any attack 
by hostile forces on the freedom afd security of this country should 
be smashed. That would be a more powerful setback to the forces 
of oppression than any number of laments, any amount of 
speechifying, any number of marches to Hyde Park. And it ts some- 
thing concrete, and of which they would have legitimate cause to 
be proud. Let there be no mistake about it. The next war, if 
it should unhappily. befall, will bea battle to the death between the 
powers of light and darkness. It will settle, for generations, whether 
Jew and Gentile are to be bound or free: It will decide the fate of 
civilisation. No one, whatever his race or creed, has the right to 
disinterest himself in such fateful issues. No-one, if he be a man, 
and still more if he be a Jew, can stand aside and rely on others 
to fight for him. Even to toy with such ideas ts cowardly selfishness 
of a mosf abject kind. 
* 

Tue fact that many are crying aloud for a compulsory register 
suggests doubts in their minds as to the general response. I believe 
those doubts to be unfounded, But Jews must be among the first to 
prove them so. Without a strong Britain there ts no hope for them—no 
future even for the National Home, which cannot exist in isolation 
from this country, and would, pass into German or Htalian hands 
in the évent of these nations’ victory. | am confident that Jews will 
not betray their own future or thetr fellow-countrymen. But the time 
to prove it is now, and not when the dread issue is joined and the 
enemy is at the gates. To that course our own Jewish history impels 


us. We have not in times gone by hesitated to oppose by force of 


arms’ assaults on the precious things of the spirit even though our 
yearnings and our teachings are, and must always be, peace and 
brotherhood. In preparing resistance now to the new paganism we 
shall be true to our past and to the nation which through the darkest 
days-has not only loved peace but steadfastly and tirelessly pursued it.

MR. MARCUS HYMAN, K.C. (Canada) 
Obtained Reform in Racial Libel Law 


The death is reported at Winnipeg, Canada, of Mr. Marcus Hyman, 
LL.B., K.C., M.L.A. (Manitoba), at the age of 54. He was the son of 
the late Rabbi Aaron Hyman, of London aud Te!-Aviv, and was 
educated at Worcester College, Oxford... He was called to the Bar at 
Grays Inn in 1910 and at Manitoba in 1913. 
Mr. Hyman was Private Secretary to H.H. the Gaekwar of Baroda, and 
tutor 1. his son. 

From i915 to 1920, Mr. Hyman was President of Western Canada’s 
Jewish Fund for the Relief of ‘War Sufferers, and in 1932 he was 
elected Member (1.L.P.) for the Winnipeg Constituency in the Manitoba 
Legislature. He was re-elected in 1936. On several occasions he was 
a delegate at the Canadian Jewish Congress. He was the sponsor tn 
1934 of the “Hyman Bill,” enacted by the Manitoba Legislature, 
amending the Libel Act to give redress in the event of libel against race 
Or creed. 


DR. JULIAN KASTELIAN’ 


A Life Lost for the Advancement of Science 


The tragic death of Dr. Julian Kastelian, at the age of twenty-three, — 


has left medical science, and also the Community, the poorer, for he 
was a young surgeon for whom a brilliant 
future had been forecast, and he had much 
personal charm. He was found dead in 
his room at the Westminster Hospital 
(where he was assistant resident obstetric 
surgeon) with the mask of a _ portable 
’ anesthetic apparatus over his face. It is 
assumed that he had been experimenting. 
The only son of Dr. Solomon Kastelian, 
of _Stoke Newington, Julian Kastelian 
qualified when only. twenty-one, graduating 
as M.B. and -obtaining the diplomas -ot 
MRCS. 
City -of London School, won a 
scholarship to ‘Westminster Hospital, and 
had also worked at University College 
Hospital. He was regarded as a brilliant 
student, and was about. to study for His 
| Fellowship -of the Royal College of 
Surgeons, with obstetrics as his special subject. He was particularly 
interested in the mechanical devices. applicable to his work, and had 
several times experimented with apparatus for anesthesia in childbirth: 
He found time, nevertheless, for other activities, and was Secretary 
of the United Hospitals Fencing Club, and also belonged to the London 
Fencing Club... He had won many™medals for fencing, and was 
particularly able with the sabre: He was a member of the London 
Hospitals Sailing Club. 
At the inquest held on Tuesday, a verdict of death by misadventure 
was returned. 
The funeral was at the Willesden Cemetery.

Dr. Julian Kastelian had already acquired the respect 
veteran. His colleagues were amazed at his professional skill and know- 
ledge. .

He took prizes for pathology and public health; he 
spoke Russian and French, was an expert shot and yachtsman, won medals 
for fencing, was runner-up in the junior sabres championship of England. 

I have known 
him since he was a boy at school and followed his career with the know- 
ledge that he was one of the young men of his generation of whom we 
Jews would one day be proud.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


“God Will Surely Remember Us” 


_ The feature above all others that marks the stirring life of Joseph 
is his passionate faith in God, the consoling belief that his whole 
career is ruled by a guiding Providence. The same spirit of religious 
courage with which he faced the trials of his life is manifested on 
his death-bed. He asked his brethren to swear to him that they 
would in due course take his coffin with them to bury it in the 
promised land of Canaan. For “ God will surely remember you and 
take you up from this land.” Both his brethren and his Egyptian 
friends must have been surprised and moved by the simplicity which 
thrs oath betokened. As a rule, the highest award to great benefactors 
of their country is given at their death. Such was the invariable 
custom in Egypt; it is from their tombs that their history can now 
be written. But after a life devoted to the service of Pharaoh, laden 
with princely honours, he is still the Hebrew lad feeding the flock 
of his father. He has passed uncontaminated through the flatteries 
and artificial glories of the Palace. Louder than the cries of the grate- 
ful masses raised m homage, he hears the still, small voice of his 
God directing him in the way that he should walk, and he knows 
that what God has promised will be fulfilled to the letter. If he 
could not live to accompany his kinsmen into their future homeland, 
he still desired that they should swear to inter his bones there. as a 
sign and symbol of his- supreme faith in his God, who would ever 
watch over Israel. 

In thus speaking of the future destiny of his people, Joseph fore- 
shadowed what was about to befall them and prepared the coming 
generation for a complete change in their condition. Whilst he lived, 
their political and social position left little to be desired. The days 
of their bondage were still distant. and life by the Nile was very agree- 
able. Like our brethren in our own day in certain countries, they 
little dreamed of what was in store for them, but their dying brother 
made it clear that the calm .would be followed by storms. of 
affliction, and that, whatever happened, “ God would surely remember 
them ” and redeem them in the end. And thus it came about that 
when later the days of happiness were followed by the oppression 
and slavery in Egypt, and Israel bowed: beneath the burden of. his 
anguish, the coflin of Joseph became the eloquent advocate of God's 
faithfulness, ceaselessly reminding the despondent tribes that one day 
deliverance would come and they would march forth triumphantly 
to take possession of the land of their hopes. 

This lesson of undying trust in the power and mercy of God has 
ever been Israel's mainstay under the most agonising conditions. The 
firm«belief in the coming of a Messiah who will be revealed in Israel's 
darkest hour and usher in an era of perfect peace and universal 
happiness; when “the earth will be. filled with a knowledge of the 


Lord .as the waters cover the sea “—this conviction has never died in 


the hearts of the descendants of Joseph. Neither exile nor torture, 
nor the afflictions of tvrants could stamp out this confirmed hope. 
Heavy as the clouds were that hid the sun of justice and freedom, 
however intensely Israel was made to sufler by the inhumanity of 
man, he never surrendered his faith in the ultimate deliverance by the 
power of God, and he patiently awaited the day when the Redeemer 
would indeed come to Zion. His whole strength of endurance and 
resistance was founded upon this certainty, and the tragedy of our 
history is illumined by the light of this unconquerable yearning. Not 
for ever shall foul wrong go unheeded, unredressed. The God who 
rescued Israel from his worst suflerings in past generations will once 
again save His people with an everlasting salvation. 

The sorrowful happenings of our own days that have shocked the 
conscience of the civilised world endow these reflections with pain- 
ful reality. Horror has been heaped upon horror, and in many lands 
our brethren struggle to flee from a merciless oppression that denies 
them ordinary human rights. 
up the wanderer’s staff to seek some hospitable place where he may 
live in peace. The affliction of our persecuted brethren moves our 
very souls in profound grief and sympathy. The problem of the 
future of large masses of our people conironts us in all its grim- 
ness and perplexity, and so widespread is this plague of enmity that 
the outlook appears completely dark. “How long, O Lord, how 
long? ” we sadly ask. Is it to be the eternal fate of Israel to be 
the scapegoat of the nations, the victim of man’s cruelty? Is there 
no solution to the mystery of Israel's sorrows? Must we always con- 
tinue in exile, living in dread for fear ot the next outbreak of 
persecution? Have we not suffered enough to prove our fidelity to 
our God and His Law: is there any hope for the future? 

Such are some of the thoughts that depress us to-day, and, unless 
we beheld rays of light shining somewhere, they would utterly destroy 
us, body and soul. But the voice of Joseph speaks to us in our 
distress, “God will surely remember you.” Like him, in the oath 
by which he bound his brethren, we become partakers of Israel's 
future, though we ourselves may be no longer in the jand of the 
living. We are, indeed, passing through a lamentable phase of our 
history—but no sufferink-or injustice can rob us of the conviction that, 
under God's mercy, the sun of Liberty and Right will once again 
burst through the clouds of darkness, for * He will surely remember 
us.” Our souls are cheered and inspired by the many signs of active 
friendliness we see around us, by the widespread benevolent interest 
displayed by our neighbours in the distressing problem of the refugees; 
the attitude of the Churches has been universally cordial and 
fraternal, and their prayers have been joined to ours in invoking the 
Divine Grace in our affliction—all this is conclusive proof that Israel 
is not lost, that the spirit of humanity still beats strongly in many 
breasts; and that there are considerable bodies of men and women 
_in all parts of the world ready to stretch out a helping hand in genuine 
_ sympathy to aid the downtrodden. To these certain hopes let us 

‘ever cling, in the face of our present sorrows, for He who in the past 
redeemed our ancestors will again reveal His power, and Israel's 
tribulations will come to an end for all time. “The Lord will give 
Strength to His people; the Lord will bless His people with peace.”

POSSIBLE EMBARGO ON GERMAN GOODS

Nazis Attack Mr. Ickes 


“ AGENT-GENERAL OF JUDAH” 


The enforcement by the U.S.A; of measures to “command respect 
for the opinion of-mankind” were foreshadowed by President Roosevelt 
last Wednesday when he addressed the opening session of Congress. 
Attacking “ the strident ambition and brute force ” of the dictatorships, 
the President reiterated America’s willingness*to help the cause of 
world peace against aggression. No nation could be safe in its will to 
peace, he declared, so long as any other nation refused to settle its 
differences at the, council table. They could not be indifferent to ,the 
rule of lawlesypess anywhere. They knew what would happen if the 
tenets of force encompassed other nations and invaded their own. 
The preliminaries were subsidised propaganda, the stirring of prejudice, 
and incitement to disunity. Although they did not contemplate the 
use of arms, there were lesser measures which would be effective in 
defending democracy, said Mr, Roosevelt. 

It was reported this week that Mr. Roosevelt's administration intends 
to lay before Congress data showing the extent of the discrimination 
against United States trade in Germany and in that part of China 
occupied by the Japanese. If the ptiblic gives him a mandate, it is 
understood the administration is ready for retaliatory measures. 
Section 338 of the Tariff Act empowers the President to ‘impose 
prohibitive duties upon imports from any nation which is discriminating 
against United States trade. 

Meanwhile, in Germany, the news of the protest made against the 
anti-Nazi speech of Mr. Ickes, the U.S. Secretary of the Interior, and its 
rejection by Washington. has at last been reported in the German Press 
—some ten days after the event. As usual, the “ Jewish interests ” 


are attacked as being the cause of the U.S. “ provocation.” One paper 


described Mr. Ickes as “ the agent-general of Judah.” 

It is persistently rumoured that the German Chargé d’Affaires in 
Washington, Dr. Thomsen, is to be recalled. Dr. Fhomsen has stated 
that he knows of no such plan, but that such a move would not cause 
him great surprise. 

A new Note was last week sent from the United States Embassy 
in Berlin to the German Foreign Office asking for an assurance that 
the new Nazi decree forbidding Jews to hold executive positions in 
business enteprises shall not be applied to Jews of American nationality. 
This ts the fifth American diplomatic démarche in connection with the 
new laws. 

Ihe American Committee on Religious Rights and Minorities has 
issued a statement condemning Nazi religious and racial persecution 
and urging “a great national effort in which all organised religious 
groups .and all cultural, educational, and racial groups should 
co-operate with each other and with the responsible leaders of our other 
national forces on a common programme of action designed to check 
the plague of religious and racial intolerance in the United States, and 
to rescue the victims of that plague elsewhere on a scale commensurate 
with the greatness of the need and of our own moral and material 
resources.’

Impoverishment and Starvation 


GERMAN JEWRY NEAR BREAKING-POINT 


German Jews last Saturday bade a sorrowful farewell to 1938, a vear 
of horror though it was, for the new year brings into force a whole 
host of new restrictions which condemn them all to the misery of slow 
Starvation. Two-thirds of the Jewish shops have been closed down, 
and most of the rest have now passed into “Aryan” hands. Jews are 
no longer allowed to carry on retail or export trade, or independent 
handicraft businesses, and are banned from markets and trading 
centres. They may no longer hold executive positions in industrial or 
commercial concerns. 

To complete the process of impoverishment, Jewish Communities 
are now saddied with the full responsibility for all Jewish welfare 
activity, Reich subsidies having been withdrawn. Only where it can

ANONYMOUS GIFTS TO JEWS 


‘* Aryans” Send Food Parcels as 
Mark of Sympathy 


The disapproval felt by large numbers of German “Aryans ” over 
the recent pogroms was concretely demonstrated over the holiday | 
season, when many Jews in Berlin and in the Provinces were the 
surprised recipients of parcels of food. Many Jews in Vienna have 
received parcels of food and warm clothing, as well as quantities of 
coal, from non-Jews who wrote that their conscience moved them to 
send gifts to the sufferers of Nazi persecution. The Berlin Jewish 
Communal. Board is said to have received many anonymous letters 
with money gifts for distribution to Jewish charities. Some of the 
letters urged the Jews not to despair, but to hope for better times. 

A great change is also noticeable in the treatment of Jews in the 
provision shops, cafés, and restaurants which Jews are allowed to 
enter. .No longer are they insulted; and often, when no strangers 
are about, they are served with articles of food at reduced prices, 


Pogrom-Mongers Denounced 


The disgust felt by: Germans was also expressed recently in the form 
of a crudely printed couplet posted in many telephone boxes 
throughout Berlin: 

“On the ninth of November, spontaneously they say, 
Jewish windows were smashed by the uniformed S.A.” -

It is reported that a secretly printed news sheet is being distributed 

in Berlin, in which the Nazi Government is sharply attacked for 


organising the pogroms. It accuses the German Government of trying — 


in vain to hide the disgust of the German people at the conduct 
of the Nazis and the authorities during the pogroms, and warns 
all Germans that the anti-Jewish campaign will be followed by a 
campaign against non-Jews who are not favourable to the regime. 

One result of the pogroms, according to another report, is the 
growing reluctance of Germans to contribute to the Winter Relief 
Fund, and the takings on the last “ Stew Sunday,” when the population 
is expected to have a simple one-course meal and give the balance 
between its cost and that of the usual meal to the Relief Fund, are 
People say, it is declared, 
that if the Nazis can allow themselves the luxury of destroying goods 
and property to the value of millions, there can be no need for the few 
pfennigs which they are expected to give to- the Fund. 


Sabbath services have been resumed in four of Berlin’s twelve Synagogues, 
says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. No attempt has been made to reopen 
the other eight Synagogues, all of which were partly or completely destroyed 
by fire during the November pogroms.

Westminster Abbey on behalf of the persecuted Jews (the “culprit” was 
actually the Dean of Westminster), it is interesting to recall that Dr. Lang ! 
was some weeks ago described by the ANGrRIFF as “the Bolshevist Arch- °! 
bishop.” 


JEW-LAWS IN DANZIG 
Poland Makes a Stand 
REPRISALS IF JEWISH NATIONALS ATTACKED 


Laws excluding the Jewish population from the economic life and 
the professions came into force in Danzig on Monday. All Jewish 
businesses remain closed. Jewish doctors will not be able to continue * 
their practices. Danzig Jewry is thus faced with the alternative of ~ 
forced emigration or starvation. According to plans worked out by ° 
the Nazi authorities in Daitzig, a first batch of 1,000 Jews will this 
month be taken in German ships to a port in Eastern Prussia. From 
there they will be sent to Genoa, placed in ships, and ordered to find 
homes where they can. : 
‘Our Warsaw Correspondent writes: | 

The Polish Government has at last, I learn, taken up the problem 
of the 1,500 Polish Jews in Danzig and decided to make a stand for 
their better treatment. On no account will Poland, so it is declared, 
tolerate the operation of the Nuremberg laws against its nationals in 
Danzig, particularly where economic interests are concerned. In case | 
of discrimination in this sphere, the Polish authorities are determined 
on reprisals on a large scale. The Danzig Senate is said to have been 
officially warned of the Polish Government's decision, and a reply is 
awaited, | 


The reason for Poland’s firm stand is first of all economic. A 
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number of leading firms in the Danzig port belong to Polish Jews, and 
they play a great rdle in the €xport and import trade, representing 
Polish interests. Nazi liquidation of Jewish firms would thus mean a 
severe blow to the Polish State. It is instructive to note that the 
Polish Press, which has hardly been outstanding as a champion of the 
Jews, has made a stand in their defence in Danzig. Even the anti- 
Semitic papers call for measures to defend Poland's interests. 

It is true that the Government hesitated for some time, but the 
reports of the pending mass expulsion of Jews at last moved respon- 
sible circles into action. The Jews concerned are being urged to Stand 
up for their rights, with the promise of official support. 

What effect such support ts likely to have on the fate_of fe Danzig 
Jews is difficult to say. Poland's defence of its Jewish Citizens is at 
the moment limited to the economic sphere, leaving the Nazis ample 
scope for rendering their life in the Free City unbearable in other 
ways. ‘It would be best if the Polish authorities, having at least realised 
the loss to the State resulting from the persecution of its Jewish 
citizens in Danzig, would follow the line taken by other States having 
Jewish nationals on German-controlled soil and grant them an all- 
round defence. 


SUMMARY EVICTIONS AT ZBONSZYN 


800 Deporiees Forced from Shelter 
RESUMPTION OF POLISH-GERMAN NEGOTIATIONS 


Horror was added to horror in Zbenszyn. the Polish-German frontier 
town. where some 5,000 Jewish deportees from Germany have been 
Kept since the end of October, when the local authorities last week 
summarily gave notice to quit to 800 of the deportees now occupying 
rooms in private houses. Orders to evict the Jews were given to all 
houseowners whose houses were situated along the local railway line 
or close to the main roads leading to or from the town. 

it 1s believed that the authorities wished to hide the plight of the 
unfortunate Jews from travellers, and particularly from foreign visitors. 
One report said the reason for the evictions was that some of the Jews 
had tried to escape. 

Most’of the Jews affected are refugees. with small children, for it 
was only they who had been allowed to rent private rooms, and as 
there is no room available for them in Zbonszyn the only places they 
caf go to are the disused stables where Jews are already living under 
terrible conditions. Meanwhile, all appeals by Jewish leaders to the 
authorities to allow the deportees to leave the camp have been,in vain. 

The “ Toz,” the Polish-Jewish health society, has decided to make 
room for the children of the deportees in their children’s colonies and 
to admit them without delay or formalities. 


Negotiations between the Polish and German Governments on the 


future of the Zbonszyn deportees, which were suspended on November 
14, were resumed this week. 


Because they were attacked in the anti-Semitic papers. a number of Poles 
who had anonymously sent donations to help the deportees in’ Zbonszyn 
have now published their names in the Press in order to show their con- 
cemnation of the anti-Semites. Thev include. leading intellectuals, writers, 
and university professors. 


HUNGARIAN JEWS FACE PERSECUTION 


New Law Brings Emigration Rush 
CROWDS BESIEGE FOREIGN CONSULATES 


Scenes similar to those witnessed in Germany during the worst 
periods of persecution, in Vienna after the Anschluss, and in Czecho- 
Slovakia after the recent crisis are now being enacted in Hungary. 
Following the introduction of the new anti-Jewish Bill relegating Jews 
to an inferior status, Jews are liquidating their businesses and seeking 
to emigrate in large’ numbets. Queues of fews are besieging the 
Consulates in Budapest, but very few are successful in obtaining visas. 
The newspapers contain many advertisements from Jews offering to 
sell their shops, houses, and belongings at very low prices. 

The despair among the Jews is general, and the knowledge. that there 
are no outlets for Jewish emigrants adds to their depression. Even 
the United States quota for Hungarian immigrants is exhausted, and 
Jewish leaders do not know what to tell the Jews who are crowding to 
the communal offices to seek advice. 

Although the new restrictions have not yet been approved by 
Parliament, many businesses are already dismissing their Jewish 
employees in conformity with the Bill's provisions, The proprietors 
ot German newspapers tn the country’ were among fie first to make 
their offices judenrein. In some offices, journalists have been imported 
from Germany to replace dismissed Jews. 


Catholic Opposition 

Yet-it is stated that the Bill was by no means unanimously received. 
even by members of the Government: and Count Teleki, the Minister 
of Education, is reported to have abstained from voting in the Cabinet 
Council. There is much opposition in the Upper House and among the 
high Catholic clergy, who disapprove of its racial principles. 

Dr. Imredy, the’ Prime Minister, last week defended the Bill in a 
speech &4t Onod, and opposed the view that the elimination of Jews 
from the economic life-of the country would result in chaos. Tem- 
porary dislocation there might be, he agreed, and also admitted the 


existence of certain injustices; but he claimed that “ individual 


tragedies *’ must not deter them from their aims. 


FRANCE—The Comte de Paris, son of the Duc de Guise, Pretender to 
the throne of France. has sent:an article to the French Press expressing his 
opposition to racialism. Jews who have lived in France for generations 
and have been absorbed in the nation are Frenchmen, he asserts. “To 
wish to exclude them from the national community or even to deny their 
absolute title to French citizenship is to wish to weaken the country which 
they have served and will continue to serve.” 


MR. ROOSEVELT’S APPROACH TO DUCE 
Fate of Jews Threatened With Expulsion 


It was officially announced on Wednesday that during a visit paid 
to Signor Mussolini at the Palazzo Venezia, Mr. Phillips, the American 
Ambassador, handed to the Duce a message from President Roosevelt 
of a general character concerning the Jewish question in Europe and 
its possible solutions. One purpose of the communication is believed 
to be to seek the active collaboration of Italy in ameliorating the 
prospects foreign Jews, and particularly the Jewish refugees now 
within hé-borders. Under the decree law published on November 19, 
all foreign Jews, including those who acquired Italian citizenship” 
(repealed under the decree) after January 1, 1919, must leave Italy 
by March I. 


The Fascist Syndicate of Booksellers has ordered its members to display 
notices indicating that they and their employees are pure “ Aryans.” The 
Syndicates of Diamond Merchants and of Goldsmiths and Silversmiths ia 
Rome and Milan have excluded their Jewish members. In Turin, Jews 
have been excluded from A.R.P. courses. é

Czechs Must Persecute Jews 
THE NUREMBERG MODEL 


Herr Kundt, the Nazi leader of the Czech German minority, has 
issued an impudent warning to the Czech Government that they must 
deal with the Jews after the prescribed Hitler model if they wish to 
maintain friendly relations with Germany. 

\ Writing in the- NATIONAL-ZeITUNG, of Essen, Herr Kundt declares: 
“ Peace in. the Bohemian-Moravian realm and good relations between 
the Czecho-Slovak and the German nations will depend to a great 
extent on whether the Czechs know how to solve the Jewish question 
radically in the very near future. The Czech people—embedded in the 
economic realm of Germany—can live only if they, as the smaller 
Mation, are built into the economic realm of this great country. To 
recognise this historic fact and to act accordingly in the first few months 
of 1939 is the task before the Czech people and their Government. The 
territorial position of Bohemia and Moravia and of the Carpathian 
regions will therefore dictate to their populations in 1939 “the laws 
which nature herself demands. z 

“It is a matter, of course,’ the Nazi leader continues, “ that; the 
Germans living in Czecho-Slovakia have a right to work in public and 
to expand as members of the German National Socialist people's com- 
munity under the leadership of Adolf Hitler, in Prague, Brunn, Iglau, 
or wherever they may live in this realm.” 

Pressure from Nazis within and without has, shamefully enough, 
been reinforced by the Czech anti-Semites, who do not realise that, 
by furthering the Nazis’ plans, they are encompassing their own 
destruction. Several Czech newspapers have been vieing with each 
other in publishing infamous schemes for the “solution” of the 
Jewish problem. Suggestions include the taking of a census to ascertain 
the proportion of Jews to the rest of the population; the elimination of 
the Jews from politics, the Press, the film industry, wireless, hospitals, 
and social insurance schemes; a numerus clausus tor Jews in the pro- 
fessions and economic life; a revision of Jewish citizenship acquired 
after 1920; and Government control of Jewish property. Jews, it 1s 
urged, should be defined in accordance with the Nuremberg laws, 


Thousands of Jews Dismissed 
As if in response to the Nazi drive and the Press campaign, it was 


reported this week that 1,500 Jewish doctors of the various panel 


insurance organisations had been given notice. 

Jewish civil servants and. judges who, in official returns before the 
occupation of the Sudetenland, declared themselves members of the 
German national minority, have been dismissed by the Czech author- 
ities. A large number of Czech business enterprises and insurance 
companies have already either dismissed or penstoned off the Jewish 
members of their staffs, Ihe municipality of Brno has dismissed all tts 
Jewish officials. 

_ The Prague German Sports Union, which was hitherto Known as a 
very liberal body, has adopted the “Aryan Paragraph.” On the other 
hand, the Czech Bar Association has ordered one of its members, Dr. 
Adolf Kochloeffel, to remove a plate put up outside his office with the 
inscription “Aryan Czech Law Office.” 

Many non-Jewish shops in Prague are now displaying signs announc- 
ing that the owners, in spite of their non-Czech names, are “Aryans,” 
and inviting the public to enter the shop and examine their birth and 
baptismal certificates, 


ORGANISED EMIGRATION AND TRAINING 
Communal Leaders’fAppeal to Gove nment 


The Supreme Council of the Jewish Communities of Bohemia, 
Moravia, and Silesia has submitted a memorandum to the Czech 
Government and Parliament urging that the political rights of Jews 
should not be infringed and that the economic oppression of Jews 
should cease. 

The memorandum declares that it is in the interest of both the 
Jews and the State that ‘the Jewish question should be examined 
without bias and in an atmosphere of calm. In the provinces of 
Bohemia, Moravia, and Silesia, it states, there has been a constant 
decrease in the Jewish population. In 1930, there were 76,301 Jews 
in Bohemia and 41,250 in Silesia and Moravia, giving a total of 
117,551. On July 1, 1938, the Jewish population in.Bohemia was 
71,000, and in Silesia and Moravia 38,000, giving a total of 109,0C0. 
The Jewish population has also been decreased by the recent cession

of territories by Czecho-Slovakia. To-day there are only 81,600 Jews in 
the three provinces, including between 5,000 and 7,000 foreign Jews, 
Between 1922 and 1937, about 8,800 Jews emigrated. 

Any Jewish emigration, the memorandum continues, must be caused 
by economic necessity. Anything else is not emigration but expulsion, 
or flight, which is harmful both to the economy of the State and to 
the economic position of the refugees themselves. Emigration postu- 
lates a country where Europeans are able to live; and the Czech 
Government must, therefore, confer with other interested States with 
a view to finding a place for its emigrants, and it must also be ready: 
to assist them financially. 


Making Jewish Problem “ Less Urgent” 


There are at present between 3,000 and 4,000 Jewish refugees from 
Austria and Germany in the country, the memorandum estimates, but 
their problem is only a temporary one, for the Jewish organisations 
are doing their best to see that the refugees emigrate as ‘soon as 
possible. Such emigration would not impose any burden on the State, 
because it is subsidised by foreign organisations. The Supreme 
Council demands, however, that until they leave the country, the 
refugees be given the right of asylum. 

‘As for-the refugees from the occupied areas, the memorandum 
proposes a large-scale plan of retraining, to apply both to these 
refugees and to Czech Jews. The view is expressed that with the 
departure of the Austrian and German refugees dnd the emigration 
of some of the Czech Jews, the Jewish question in Czecho-Slovakia 
will cease to be so urgent. 


“No Infringement of Jewish Rights ” 


Three conditions are then formulated. by the memorandum, as a 
basis for an equitable solution of the Jewish problem: that religious 
freedom and civil equality of rights be guaranteed without distinction 
of faith and nationality; that the acquired: rights of Jews must not 
be violated: and that the economic oppression of the Jews must 
not be tolerated. Given these conditions, the memorandum con- 
cludes, the Jewish problem in Czecho-Slovakia can be solved in a 
just and constructive way, to the benefit of the Czech State and nation, 
and without undermining the existence of the Jews. 

Dr. Emil Kafka, the President of the Prague Jewish Community, 
has published an appeal to the Government to end the period of un- 
certainty as to the future of the Jews. In an article contributed to 
the Prague communal Vestnik, Dr. Kafka emphasises the loyalty 
of the Jews to the Republic and the sufferings they underwent as 
a result of the agitation of a certain section of the Press. The general 
uncertainty, he declares, exerts a depressing influence on the Jews, 
and it is urgent that a statement should be issued from an authorita- 
tive source which would have a calming effect. It is necessary, Dr. 
Kafka concludes, that the Jews of Czecho-Slovakia should be enabled 
to regain their old feeling of confidence and security, : 


RUMANIAN MINISTER'S EMIGRATION, 
DEMAND 


‘* Minority Rights Guaranteed ” 


M. Gafenco, the new Rumanian Foreign Minister, declared in a 
broadcast speech last week that Rumania would demand that colonial 
empires. should facilitate a peaceful and lasting solution of the Jewish 
problem and make emigration easier by the passing of international. 
measures. All minorities, he added, would benefit by guarantees of) 
their rights, provided for by constitutional laws. Only those elements 
in the minorities “who do not understand how to develop their 
activities within the framework of the Rumanian State” would be 
excluded from these benefits. | | 

Rumania could fulfil her obligations only upon the basis of absolute 
independence and territorial integrity, M. Gafenco concluded, evidently; 
with an eye to German expansionism. She resisted any intrusion o 
foreign ideologies, since defence of her independence against outsid 
influence constituted the defence of peace against the danger of war 

“ Civilised Anti-Semitism 

The Premier, Patriarch Miron Christea, declared in a new yea 
address that the Government was prepared to co-operate in a large 
scale international emigration scheme for Rumanian Jews. All alien: 
particularly Jews, whose employment in the different enterprises woul 
prove superfluous, would, he said, have to leave the country. Jew 
who, during the recent revisions of citizenships, had failed to prove 
their citizenship rights, would be regarded as foreigners and would be 
subjected to special regulations. In pursuing a Jewish emigration policy, 
he added graciously, the Government would use “ civilised methods.” 


NAZI EYES ON DENMARK? 


Alleged Dismissals of Jewish Employees 


The Danish Foreign Minister, Hr. Munch, denied this week that Na 
Germany was putting pressure on Denmark and was claiming part o 
South Jutland. He specifically denied reports that the Nazis wer 
bringing pressure on Danish firms to dismiss their Jewish employee 
“If such attempts are made by Germans,” he added, “all Danish’ 
business men who have to decide in such cases are sure to have public 
opinion behind them when they refuse.” (Detailed rgports of Nazt

“elf there is anti-Jewish propaganda maliciously circulated, it will 
never find support from a Catholic pulpit.” This downright and truly 
Christian declaration, of extreme importance in the U.S.A. to-day, was 
made by a well-known Catholic as far back as 1934. The author of 
this uncompromising statement was—Father Coughlin, the same 
person who is now polluting the air of América with his radio gospel 
of anti-Jewish hate. 

The career of America’s “ Jew-baiter. No, '1,° the “radio priest.” 
as recounted by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, deserves detailed 
examination, 

It began, as far as the public is concerned, in 1933, when the 
priest, then pastor of the Shrine of the Litthe Flower in Royal Oak, 
Michigan, began to attract attention as an orator of great ability. He 
soon obtained a wide following through ‘radio addresses attacking 
economic and social injustice, and moulded his nebulous following 
into a “ National Union for Social Justice.” 

At the organisation's first convention in Cleveland in August, 1936, 
he challenged the Jews to accept Christ's principle of brotherhood 
“ since, their system. of a tooth for a tooth and an eye for an eye has 
failed.” And from then on, while always denying anti-Semitism, he 
always managed to slip a few words into his broadcasts about “ inter- 
national Jewish bankers” and Jews supporting Communism. — In 
November, 1936, he told the Press: “ Some'day the Jews will be glad 
to have me here to protect them from the Hitler philosophy in 
Washington to-day.

W.H.B.I., Newark, 
New Jersey, was the only station in the New York metropolitan area 
to support him. : 

In a second address, Father Coughlin went on to elaborate his 
accusations, bringing in the names of Schiff, Warburg, and others as 
financiers of Communism, and quoted from an alleged U.S, Secret 
Service document. 

These charges were denied from every possible source. The Secret 
Service said it had made no such report, and a “ British White Paper,” 
which Father Coughlin quoted, was repudiated by the British Library 
of Information in New York. Leaders of every phase of the Russian 
Revolution—Miliukov, Kerensky, and Trotsky—denied receiving 
money trom Jews. 

Still undeterred, Father Coughlin looked round for. more fuel to keep 
the fires blazing. This he found the following week in a statement 
which Mr. Henry Ford had made to Rabbi Leo M. Franklin expressing 
sympathy with refugees.

There are over 1,500,000 Jews in the ,Ukraine, the country so 
strongly coveted by Nazi Germany, and their possible fate came to 
my. mind as I listened to a broadcast talk on * Ukraine,” given by Sir 
Bernard Pares, the Director of the School of Slavonic and East 
European studies, on Monday. 


Hitler wanted the Ukraine not because he was concerned with the self- 
determination of the Ukrainian people but because it was the chief granary 
of Europe and a country of great economic resources, said Sir Bernard.

There had been several challenges to Soviet rule in the Ukraine, 
he said, but no more than a shadow of independence was to be hoped 
Phe Soviet Government was treating the Ukrainians 
more wisely than had the Tsarist Government. Of the 40,000,000 people 
in Ukraine, 35,000,000 were in Russia. 3,000,000 in Poland, and a small 
fraction in Carpatho-Russia, which had been handed over to Czecho- 
Slovakia after the last War. Under German control, Czecho-Slovakia was 
the highroad into the-Ukraine. That was why Hitler had forbidden Poland 
and Hungary to join hands over Ruthenia; and why Poland was 
strengthening its ties with Russia.

.-WHO REPRESENTS THE ARABS? 


Silent Mass of Fellahin and Workers 
EXTREMISTS SPEAK ONLY FOR THEMSELVES 


[From our Correspondent—JeRusALeM. January 1] 


With the campaign of terrorism showing no signs of voluntary abate- 
ment, the question that springs to mind is whether the Arab leaders 
now busily conspiring in Beirut and Damascus are really represen- 
tative, as they claim, of the Arabs of Palestine or only of that minute 
proportion which is keeping the flames of rebellion\so well fanned. 

If ever there were a time for the extremist Arab politicians to make 
a gesture of “ goodwill ” in their dealings with the British Government. 
obviously it has now come with the release of the Seychelles deportees 
and the concession to the Arabs in excluding hunted Jewish children 
from Palestine. The Arabic Press here gloated over the latter 
“ victory.” 

It may well be that the refugee leaders in neighbouring territory, 
where they enjoy all the safety and comfort as well as (if one is to 
believe their opponents) the spendthrift luxury offered by a Levantine 
port town, are no longer in a position to assert their authority over the 
gunmen and terrorists in Palestine. The Mufti of Jerusalem has all 
along taken up the sanctimonious attitude that it is not he but the 
people who have been showing their will in the past three years. In 
that case, one might well ask the Palestine Administration why 
machinery is not being set up to ascertain the will of those people 
concerning their representation at the London talks. | 

The whole idea of going to a conference to discuss the constitutional! 
future of Palestine while a section of the population there are waging 
a campaign to intimidate and terrorise those who wish for orderly 
government smacks somewhat of a defeatist attitude, to say the least. 
The British Government ought to make it a condition of the initiation 
of those talks that the terror should cease. The extent to which it 
“ceased would then be the best possible indication of the Mufti's 
influence and of his representative character 

On the subject of delegations to the conference. one wonders how 
the bulk of the peasantry is to be represénied. Recent demonstrations 
against the murderous tactics of the followers of the Mufti have shown 
that there does exist a strong body of opinion, which would become 
more formidable if properly encouraged, requiring a means of self- 
expression at the forthcoming deliberations. Apart from the fellahin 
seeking to throw off feudal domination, there are the urban Arab 
workpeople, who, in the past, established their own representative 
bodies: rather than remain subject to the political intrigues of the 
rival effendi cliques. And the point might. be remembered that no 
Arab political body since the * Nationalist " movement started-after the 
War has ever had a peasant, a workman, or a member of the ‘lower 
classes among ts leadership. 

It would seem that. the British Government is entering the London 
talks on the terms of the Arab extremists. who represent none but 
themselves. One can well imagine the conciliatory official attitude that 
will be shown to the self-assured Arabs and their blustering demeanour 
in the face of what with much justification they have come to regard 
as Official pusillanimity. Indeed, therein lies the essence of the situation 
here : -for if anything has contributed to the successes of Arab terrorism 
during nearly three years of bloodshed and chaos, tt has been the 
continuous irrationality of Government policy and its reluctance to 
face realities. 


ATTEMPT ON LIFE OF SIR C, TEGART 
Police Superintendent Shot Dead 
NEARLY 2,000 KILLED IN TWELVE MONTHS 


An attempt was made on Sunday night on the lite of Sir Charles 
Tegart, adviser to the Palestine Government on police and security 
matters, while he was travelling in a car from Haita to Jerusalem. 
The terrorists had planned to ambush him half way between Jerusalem 
and Nablus. Sir Charles was unhurt, but Mr. G. D. Sanderson, District 
Police Superintehdent, was shot dead. 

Mr. Sanderson, who occupied an important position in the Police 
Force, arrived from India only in last November. He is the first senior 
official of the Police Force to be killed by the terrorists. Sir Charles 
Tegart recently returned to Palestine. Another high official who was 
in the car also escaped unhurt. 

The PALESTINE Post publishes the following unofficial estimates of 
casualties in Palestine during 1938: 1,997 persons killed and 1,720 
wounded. Of these, 292 Jews were killed and 649 wounded, seventy 
British were killed and 234 wounded; the remainder of the casualties 
were mostly Arab terrorists who were killed by the forces of the 
Crown, 

While travelling in a car in the southern area of the Dead Sea 
on Tuesday, a party of Jewish workers of the Palestine Potash Company 
were ambushed by terrorists and two Jews were killed. . The victims 
were Samuel Bernstein, aged forty, an engineer, and Michael Blum, 
aged thirty-eight, a foreman, a noier, Aaron Lublamoff, was seriously 
wounded, and another workman, Haim Ishby, was also wounded. The

ten kilometres from the Dead Sea in order to ascertain the reason

Soon after the attack, a party of thirty-six armed Jewish workers 
and police went to the scene to locaie the gang. Troops also proceeded 
to the scene. 
Joseph Ratzon, a Yemenite noter, was shot dead on Tuesday morning

Itzchak Klein, aged forty-five, a labourer, was shot dead near Jaffa 


Gate in Jerusalem on Friday last, and on the previous day, Yehuda 
Sasson, aged thirty-five, was shot by an Arab and seriously wounded 
at the same spot. 

The military authorities announced that three cannon shots will be 
fired in future in Jerusalem to indicate the imposition of a twenty- 
four hours’ curfew in the Old City of Jerusalem, excluding the Jewish 
quarter. The imposition of the curfew will occur every time 
a murderous outrage takes place. This measure, it is stated, has been 
adopted in view of the recrudescence of murder in and around the 
Old City. | 

Following an incident in Jerusalem last week, when a British soldier 
was fired at from an Arab taxi, the military authorities announced 
that all permits for Arab taxi-drivers in Jerusalem would be cancelled 
from. Friday last.

JERUSALEM MUNICIPALITY WITHOUT 
QUORUM

He 
soon obtained a wide following through radio addresses attacking 
economic and social injustice, and moulded his nebulous following 
into a “ National Union for Social Justice.” ; 

At the organisation's first convention in Cleveland in August, 1936, 
he challenged the Jews to accept Christ's principle of brotherhood 
“since their system of a tooth for a tooth and an eye for an eye has 
failed.” And from then on, while always denying anti-Semitism, he 
always managed to slip a few words into his broadcasts about ™ inter- 
national Jewish bankers” and Jews supporting Communism. — In 
November, 1936, he told the Press: “Some day the Jews will be glad 
to have me here to protect them from the Hitler philosophy. in 
Washington to-day. When they need help they will find the National 
Union for Social Justice ready to protect the minority Jews.” But 
the National Union itself appeared to be the one in need of help, for 
its presidential candidate, William Lemke, was snowed under in the 
Roosevelt landslide of 1936. Father Coughlin thereupon dissolved the 
Union as “ thoroughly discredited,” and retired from the air. 


The “ Protocels and “ Jewish Bolshevism 


However, he could not stay out of the public eye. He reorganised 
his National Union and returned-to the air, disseminating hate more 
rabidly than ever before. At the same time, his weekly newspaper, 
SociAL Justice, printed extracts from the “ Protocols of Zion” forgery. 

And still Father Coughlin denied that he was actuated by any anti- 
Semitic motive. | 

Matters came. to a head in November of last year, when Father 
Coughlin used the microphone to speak of persecution of Jews in 
Germany. The first part ef his address was devoted to condemning 
persecution, but the second portton he gave to “ explaining © persecu- 
tion as a “defence mechanism” against Communism, which, hé said, 
was believed by many to be largely Jewish, and he went on to describe 
the Jews as “abettors and -financiers of the Bolshevist revolution in 
Russia.” 

Immediately after the address, the. W.M.C.A, station, of New York, 
broadcast a statement regretting “ certain inaccurate remarks” made 
by Father Coughlin, and demanding that in future he submit his script 


mn advance. When the priest refused to do this he was barred from 


further broadcasting. , 

W.LN.D., Gary, Indiana, W.J.J.D.. Chicago, and W.D.A.S., Phila- 
delphia, followed suit, the latter despite a. picket line thrown aroand 
the building by Father Coughlin’s supporters. W.H.B.I., Newark, 
New Jersey, was the only station in the New York metropolitan area 
to support him. 

In a second address, Father Coughlin went on to elaborate ‘his 
accusations, bringing in the names of. Schiff, Warburg, and others as 
financiers of Communism, and quoted from an alleged U.S. - Secret 
Service document: 

These charges were denied from every possible source.. The Secret 
Service said it had made no such report, and a “ British White Paper,” 
which Father Coughlin quoted, was repudiated by the British Library 
of Information in New York. Leaders of every phase of the Russian 
Revolution—Miliukov, Kerensky, and  Trotsky—denied receiving 
money from Jews. : 

Still undeterred, Father Coughlin looked round for more fuel to keep 
the fires blazing. This he tound the following week in a statement 
which Mr. Henry Ford had made to Rabbi Leo M. Franklin expressing 
sympathy with refugees. Rabbi Franklin had composed the statement 
after an interview with Mr. Ford, who had approved it. Father 
Coughlin said he had been authorised by Mr. Ford's secretary, Mr. 
Harry Bennett, to-say that-Mr. Ford had been misquoted. However, 
Mr. Bennett assured the J.7.A. that the Ford statement was completely 
accurate, and that Father Coughlin had not been authorised to deny 
its authenticity. 

And so Father Coughlin continues “ maliciously to circulate anti- 
Jewish propaganda,’ despite the reproof administered to him by 
Cardinal Mundelein, Archbishop of Chicago, who declared that Father 
Coughlin was “not authorised to speak in the name of the Catholic 
Church, nor did he represent the doctrines or sentiments of the 
Church.” It remains to be seen: whether the Pope himself, as an 
avowed opponent of racialism, will dissociate the Church from the 
hate-gospel of America’s “ radio priest.”

NAZIS’ UKRAINIAN DREAMS 
[By our Radio Correspondent] 


There are over [,500.000 Jews in the Ukraine, the country so 
strongly coveted by Nazi Germany, and their possible fate came to 
iny mind as I listened to a broadcast talk on “* Ukraine,” given by Sir 
_Bernard Pares, the Director of the School of Slavonic and East 
European studies, on Monday. 3 

Hitler wanted the Ukraine not because he was concerned with the self- 
determination of the Ukrainian people but because it was the chief granary 
of Europe and a country of great economic resources, said Sir Bernard. 
He went on to describe how the * Drang nach Osten” was part of an old 
German dream, the chief obstacle to which had always been the Russian 
Empire. There had been several challenges to Soviet rule in the Ukraine, 
he said, but no more than a shadow of independence was to be hoped 
for under German rule. The Soviet Government was treating the Ukrainians 
more wisely than had the Tsarist Government. Of the 40,000,000 people 
in Ukraine, 35,000,000 were in Russia, 3,000,000 in Poland, and a small 
fraction in Carpatho-Russia, which had been handed over to Czecho- 
Slovakia after the last War. Under German control, Czecho-Slovakia was 
the highroad into the Ukraine. That was why Hitler had forbidden Poland 
and Hungary to join hands over Ruthenia; and why Poland was 
strengthening its ties with Russia.

WHO REPRESENTS THE ARABS? 


Silent Mass. of Fellahin and Workers 
EXTREMISTS SPEAK ONLY FOR THEMSELVES 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM. January 1] 


With the campaign of terrorism showing no signs of voluntary abate- 


. ment, the question that springs to mind is whether the Arab leaders 


now busily conspiring in Beirut and Damascus are really represen- 
tative, as they claim, of the Arabs of Palestine oronly of that minute 
proportion which is keeping the flames of rebellion so well fanned. — 

If ever there were a time for the extremist Arab politicians to make 


a gesture of “ goodwill” in their dealings with the British Government, 


obviously it has now come with the release of the Seychelles deportees 
and the concession to the Arabs in excluding hunted Jewish children 
from Palestine. The Arabic Press here gloated over the latter 
victory.” 

It may well be that the refugee leaders in neighbouring territory. 
where they enjoy all the safety and comfort as well as (if one is to 
believe their opponents) the spendthrift luxury offered by a Levantine 
port town, are no longer in a position to assert their authority over the 
gunmen and terrorists in Palestine. The Mufti of Jerusalem has all 
along taken up the sanctimonious attitude that it is not he but the 
people who have been showing their will in the past three years. In 
that case, one might well ask the Palestine Administration wh, 
machinery is not being set-up to ascertain the will of those people 
concerning their representation at the London talks. 

The whole idea of going to a conference to discuss the constitutional 
future of Palestine while a section of the population there are waging 
a campaign to intimidate and terrorice those who wish for’ orderly 
government smacks somewhat of a deteatist attitude, to say the least. 
The British Government ought to make it_a condition of the initiation 
of those talks that the terror should cease. The extent to which it 
ceased would then be the best possible indication of the Mufti's 
influence and of his representative characte 

On the subject of delegations to the conference, one wonders how 
the bulk of the peasantry is to be represented. Recent demonstrations 
against the murderous tactics of the followers of the Mufti have shown 
that there does exist a strong body of optnion, which would become 
more formidable if properly encouraged, requiring a means of self- 
expression at the forthcoming deliberations. Apart from the fellahin 
seeking to throw off feudal domination, there are the urban Arab 
workpeople, who,.in the past, established their own representative 
bodies rather than remain subject to the political intrigues of the 
rival effendi cliques. And the point might be remembered that no 
Arab political body since the “ Nationalist ~ movement started after the 
War has ever had a peasant, a workman, or a member of the lower 
classes among its leadership. 


It would seem that the British Government is entering the London 


talks on the terms of the Arab extremists. who represent none but 
themselves. One can well imagine the conciliatory official attitude that 
will be shown to the self-assured Arabs and their blustering demeanour 
in the face of what with much justification they have come to regard 
as Official pusillanimity. Indeed, therein lies the essence of the situation 
here: for if anything has contributed to the successes of Arab terrorism 
during nearly three years of bloodshed and chaos, it has been the 
continuous irrationality of Government policy and its reluctance to 
face realities.

NEARLY 2,000 KILLED IN TWELVE MONTHS 


An attempt was made on Sunday night on the lite of Sir Charles 


Tegart, adviser to the Palestine Government on police and security. 


matters, while he was travelling in a car from Hala to Jerusalem. 
The terrorists had planned to ambush him half way between Jerusalem 
and Nablus. Sir Charles was unhurt, but Mr. G. D. Sandersgn, District 
Police Superintendent, was shot dead. 

Mr. Sanderson, who occupied an important position in the Police 
Force, arrived from India only in last November. He is the first senior 
official of the Police Force to be killed by the terrorists. Sir Charles 
Tegart recently returned to Palestine. Another high official who was 
in the car also escaped unhurt. 

The PaLestine Post publishes the following unofficial estimates of 

casualties in Palestine during 1938: 1,997 persons killed and 1,720 
wounded. Of these, 292 Jews were killed and 649 wounded, seventy 
British were killed and 234 wounded; the remainder of the casualties 
were mostly Arab terrorists who were killed by the forces of the 
Crown, 
- While travelling in a car in the southern area of the Dead Sea 
on Tuesday, a party of Jewish workers of the Palestine Potash Company 
were ambushed by terrorists and two Jews were killed. The victims 
were Samuel Bernstein, aged forty, an engineer, and Michael Blum, 
aged thirty-eight, a foreman, a noter, Aaron Lublamoff, was seriously 
wounded, and another workman, Haim Ishby, was also wounded. The 
party was ambushed as it was proceeding towards the spring about 
ten kilometres from the Dead Sea in order to ascertain the reason 
for the failure of the water supply. 

Soon after the attack, a party of thirty-six armed Jewish workers 
and police went to the scene to locate the gang. Troops also proceeded 
to the scene, 

Joseph Ratzon, a Yemenite noter, was shot dead. on Tuesday morning 
while on guard near Rishon-le-Zion.

The military authorities announced that three cannon shots will be 
fired in future in Jerusalem to indicate the imposition of a twenty- 
four hours’ curfew in the Old City of Jerusalem, excluding the Jewish 
quarter. The imposition of the curfew will occur every time 
a murderous outrage takes place. This measure, it is stated, has been 
adopted in view of the recrudescence of murder in and around the 
Old City. 

Following an incident in Jerusalem last week, when a British soldier 
was fired at from an Arab taxi, the military authorities announced 
that all permits for Arab“taxi-drivers in Jerusalem would be cancelled 
from Friday last. 

Mr. Louis Lebouvier, the British general manager of the Ottoman 
Bank m Palestine, who was kidnapped last week, was held prisoner 
for three days, and returned home after paying a ransom.

With the death in Jerusalem on December 27 of Dr. Husam ed

meeting had to be postponed on that atcount.

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GHAFFIRIM BECOME NOTRIM 


Twelve ‘** Battalions’ of Jews Now Serving . 
ARDUOUS AND DANGEROUS DUTIES 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM,. January 1] 


It is suggested in.Palestine that the Corps of Jewish Supernumerary 
Constables should no longer be known by the inappropriate name of 
“ ghaffirim ’ (which is Arabic in origin), but should be described by 
the Hebrew word “ notrim”™ (singular “noter”™). It certainly seems 
more in keeping with the dignity and meritorious conduct of the 
“ Notrim ” that they should henceforth have a Hebrew name. 

According to authoritative information, there are at present about 
11,000 Jews (equivalent to twelve battalions in the British Army) 
serving in various defence forces in Palestine. Of these, 6,000 bear 
firearms, while the rest are Reserve Militia. Three thousand men are 
on the Government pay-roll, while 9,000 are paid by private organisa- 
tions Or are voluntary special constables, guards, and watchmen, These 
latter do duty by night in towns and villages, military camps, outside 
public buildings, along the railway line, and on patrols. 

' It is interesting to note the various categories in which these young 
Jews are serving. Earlier this year, the Government.created a special 
force of 450 Jewish supernumerary constables to guard the railway line 
from Lydda to Haifa. They were placed on duty in watch-towers, 
armoured coaches, and sandbagged posts, and guarded twenty-three 
points in Arab districts. Some also joined the Army as mobile units 
‘to patrol the railway line. In July and August, when the Arab terror 
was intensified and the Government began to disarm the Arab police 
and ghaffirim, nearly 1,000 Jews were recruited as paid supernumeraries 
and charged with the protection of the water pipe line to Jerusalem, 
the large pumping-stations along the Tel-Aviv-Jerusalem highway, the 
main pumping-station at Rasel Ain, Government House, the various 
Government offices, the General Post Office and Police Headquarters 
in Jerusalem, police stations, police armouries and stores, Royal Air 
Force headquarters in Jerusalem, and.the military cantonments. 

Similar units of notrim were established at Haifa for the defence of 
the town and the surrounding district; Jewish supernumeraries were 
enrolled to guard the prison camp at Athlith and other prisons; -and 
several hundred civilians, known as Special Police, were sworn in to 
guard the suburbs in Haifa, Tel-Aviv, and Jerusalem. The Army 
also enrolled some 200 men as auxiliary guards to work with battalions 
camped in fourteen Arab towns and villages, and these men participate 
in all Army operations. In addition, there are Jewish drivers of 
military vehicles wearing special Army uniforms. 


The Courageous Night Squads 

Perhaps the most courageous of these units are the “ night squads ” 
in the Emek, which are composed of supernumerary constables skilled 
in military tactics; who assist the Army in night operations: such as 
There are about 100 
Jewish notrim in these squads, of whom fifty are active, and they have 
already performed deeds of the greatest daring. As small groups they 
have frequently fought large armed Arab gangs without waiting for 
assistance, and carry out other equally arduous duties under most 
trying conditions. 


The organisation of the supernumerary police was overhauled in — 


Apri, 1938, when sixty sergeants (of whom fifty were in charge of areas 
and ten in command of mobile units) and 241. corporals, corresponding 
to the number of defence posts in the country, were appointed. They 
were equipped with a first-aid squad, and the ten mobile squads used 
small, fast lorries and armoured cars. A British police officer was 
appointed for each district to supervise the force, to act as paymaster, 
issue uniforms, swear in recruits, superintend the exchange and repair 
of rifles, issue ammunition and stores, and perform other supervisory 
duties. There are five such officers, who are assisted by Jewish clerical 
personnel, 

The young notrim are trained by British police and military 
personnel, the training course lasting a month, a special library has 
been established, and there are Hebrew téxtbooks for all branches of 
manual training. : 

. It would not be’ fair to close this brief account of a great Jewish 
undertaking without paying a warm tribute to the Special Section of the 
Political Department.of the Jewish Agency Executive in Jerusalem, 
which organised the whole force of notrim and has maintained close 
liaison with the authorities the whole time. It was through the 
eflorts of this Special Section that a remarkably good Jewish defence 
force on a legal basis was built up in so short a time, notwithstanding 
political difficulties.

THE ANTI-MUFTI MOVEMENT 


Success Causing Alarm 
ATTACKS ON NASHASHIBI SUPPORTERS 


[From our C orrespondent—JERUSALEM, December 30] 


There is great perturbation among Arabs closely in touch with the 
exiled Mufti of Jerusalem at the growing movement In support of the 
protests against terrorist practices launched by Fakhri Bey Nashashibt. 
Fakhri Bey has been assured of both moral and material support not 
only in Palestine but also in other parts of the Middle East. Alarm at 
the possible success of tactics designed to check their sinister influence 
has led the terrorists to concentrate their attacks against leading 
members of the Nashashibi family and political faction, and during 
the past week there has been a series of such outrages against them, 
with fatal consequences in several cases to the persons involved. 

it would be idle to pretend that the military authorities have com- 
pletely crushed the rebellion, successful as their tactics have been so far. 


The effect of their activities has been to reduce the size and number of 
' the armed Arab gangs, but it has also sent many of the terrorists into 


the towns, where their control and extermination is a police rather than 
a military problem. This would explain the recrudescence of criminal 
attacks in Haifa and Jerusalem during the past fortnight. There ts 
evidence to show that boys of from fifteen to seventeen are active in 
this new outbreak of murders, the idea being that if they are 
apprehended their youth will save them from the gallows. 

Fakhri Bey’s efforts to arouse the Arab populace to resist these 


tactics have necessarily met with a good deal of apparent indifference 


owing to intimidation, and the viciousness of this campaign of political 
‘terrorism and retaliation must not be underrated. 


Even after the 
conference in Yatta village near Hebron on December 18, there were 
those who, under duress, hurried to disown their participation and 
pleaded that they were misled by Fakhri Bey. But the movement 41s 
growing in spite of the formidable terrorist forces against It. _ 

A pamphlet showing the extreme penury and misery into which the 
Mufti of Jerusalem and his satellites had plunged the Arabs of Palestine 
was published the other day by Fakhri Bey. He pointed out that in 
the course of fifteen years no less than £1,000,000 had passed through 
the Mufti’s hands and no accounts had been made public. 


At Damascus, a body calling itself the Committee for the Rescue’ of 


Palestine has also published a pamphlet levelling serious charges against 


"the Mufti and his followers. The Mufti is stated to have utilised the | 


Nationalist movement to further his own personal ambitions and to , 


bring about his aggrandisement. Moreover, minor Arab leaders who 
were known to be poor were now living in the lap of luxury in the 
Lebanon and Syria, whilst their compatriots were starving and suffering 
in Palestine. 


“SPECTATOR” DEMANDS ADMISSION 
OF GERMAN PARENTS. 


The SPECTATOR, in its issue of Friday last, demanded that the British 
Government should admit into Palestine the parents of German Jews 
already settled in that country. | 

“ There is one aspect of the Palestine problem,” the journal wrote, 
“which calls for some emphasis at this moment. Jewish immigrants 
into that country in recent years have consisted largely of young and 
active men and women. Many of them have parents in Germany who 
are faced with concentration camps or starvation. If their sons lived 
in Britain or France or Switzerland or Holland they could send for the 
old people and give them safety and shelter. It is only from the 
Jewish National Home that they are excluded—by rigid immigration 
restrictions. Here, surely, is an overwhelming case for relaxation. 

“ There are good reasons against increasing ordinary immigration 


on the eve of the London conference, but the admission of persons . 


over, Say, Sixty to save them from persecution and peril is on another 
footing altogether. They would not raise families, and they would 
only add to the total of the population for a few years at most. The 
Grand Mufti himself could hardly object to their admission, much less 
Mr. Malcolm MacDonald.” 


STABILISING THE BANKING SYSTEM 
Effect of New Regulations 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


During the “period of prosperity” (1933-35) in Palestine, there 
were seventy-four banks of various types in the country, a condition 
of affairs which the Government and economists did not relish owing 
to the possibility of misuse of the banking system. A _ Banking 
Ordinance was enacted which provided for a registered capital 
of £P50,000 and paid-up capital of at least £P25,000 for each imstitu- 


tion. Existing banks were given until October, 1939, to comply with ,| 


this provision. 

The effect was soon noticeable. By the beginning of 1938, some 
activity; during the past year, another thirteen were closed or were 
converted into ordinary shareholding companies. There are now 
forty-three banks operating, of which six are of foreign ,incorpora- 
tion—Anglo-Palestine Bank, Barclays Bank (D. C. and O.), Banco di 
Roma, Ottoman Bank, Holland Bank Union, and Bank Polski Kasa 
Opieki. The remaining thirty-seven (which include two mortgage 
banks) are Palestinian. Of these, thirty-four are Jewish, two Arab, and 
one German (the Bank of the Temple Society). It is generally admitted 
that the removal ‘of redundant: institutions has greatly contributed 
to a sounder condition. | 
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SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA PLAYS MAHLER 
Huberman’s Recitals 


[From aC orrespondent—TEL-AVIv] 


The Palestine Orchestra has recently undertaken in Jerusalem, Tel- 
Aviv, and Haifa a series of concerts which are the highest achieve- 
ments of the organisation.’ Eugen Szenkar had chosen as the main 
work the Third Symphony of Gustav Mahler, a difficult work lasting 
nearly two hours, and conducted it by heart. He inspired the musicians 
to a rapturous performance of this huge symphony. ‘The orchestra 
was enlarged for this special occasion, and Michael Taube’s Women’s 
Choir took part, in addition to the baritone Vittorio Weinberg. who 
rendered the solo of the fourth movement “Beware, Beware,” (words by 
Nietzsche). The delicate fifth movement (“ Three Angels were Singing 
a Gleeful Song”) was sung without the words, which were replaced 


by a simple “ La-la.” The difficult brass soli were adequately rendered, 


and the trumpet echo sounds and the violin soli (losef Kaminski, 
leader) were played beautifully. | 

The personality-and the work of Gustav Mahler are more interesting 
to-day than ever. The Jew of to-day is able to see to what extent 
Mahler’s dreams of a united mankind are illusions, and how impossible 


_ the synthesis of Jewish and Christian ideas has so far proved to be. But 
- apart from this side of Mahler's creations, the music has a special 


appeal to us. 

Between the last two series of subscription concerts, Bronislaw 
Huberman appeared on the platform in recitals, which were given in 
Tel-Aviv, Jerusalem, Haifa, and Ain Charod before enthusiastic 
audiences. A Bach fugue for unaccompanied violin, Beethoven's 


“ Kreutzer ” Sonata, and Brahms’ Sonata in G major were included in _ 


the programme: and Angelo Kessissoglu assisted the violinist at the 
piano. As the public was not content with one recital only, Huberman 
arranged for a second concert, a “ Farewell Concert,” given with the 
accompaniment of a chamber orchestra from the symphony orchestra, 
and including concertos by Bach (A minor) and Mozart (D major), and 
other compositions by Mozart and Beethoven. 

_ Prior to his departure for Europe. Mr. Huberman announced that 
the orchestra is to come under new management. owing to Dr. Simon 
(general manager up to now) being forced to leave the. country tor 
private.reasons. The new manager is Professor Leo Kestenberg, known 
the world over for his achievements in the sphere of musical education 
From 1918 to 1933, Professor Kestenberg was head of the department 
for musical affairs in the Prussian Ministry of Education, and his 
name is associated with vigorous and thorough reforms in his field, 
mainly regarding the professional training of music teachers in spectal 
seminaries, the introduction of obligatory examinations for private 
music teachers, and the supervision of musical education in general. 
Apart from that, Kestenberg superintended the State opera houses and 
Academies of Music in Berlin, Cassel, and Wiesbaden, and organised 
the concerts of the Berlin “ Volksbiihne.” His activities were of the 
greatest consequence for the development of German musical educa- 
tion: but they came to a sudden end with the Nazi era. 


JEWISH SEAMEN DROWNED 


**Rahaf’ Wrecked off Cyprus 


The Jewish training ship “ Rahaf,”’ which belongs to the Nachshon 
Corporation, was caught in a gale on Sunday and capsized on rocks 
off the coast of Cyprus. Gideon Rosenthal, aged sixteen, a student, 
son of the ex-captain of the s.s. “ Tel-Aviv,” and a sailor named 
George Ehrlich, aged twenty-four, were drowned. All the other 
members of the crew are sale. 

The “Rahaf” is a sailing ship and had been engaged in coastal 
trade between Mediterranean ports.

YOUNG MIZRACHI CONFERENCE 


Name Changed to Torah VaAvodah 
ADDRESS BY MR. M. SHERTOK 


[(COMMUNICATED] 


The twelfth annual conference of the Young Mizrachi Organisation 
of Great Britain and Eire was held in Manchester last week. 

The conference was preceded on Shabbat morning by 4 Mizrachi 
Youth Service at the Central Synagogue, Cheetham. The Service was 
conducted by Messrs. Joseph Richman (London) and Maurice Jaffe 
(Manchester), and the sermon was preached by Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann, 
the Communal Rav. During the afternoon, an Oneg Shabbat was 
held at the Higher Broughton Synagogue, in the course of which talks 
were given by Mr. David Intriligator, of the Poel Mizrachi colony 
of Kibbutz Rodges, Palestine, and by Mr. Myer Edelbaum. 

The opening session of the conference was combined with a public 
meeting held at the. Talmud Torah School Hall, Bent Street. The 
Chair was occupied by Mr. Myer Silverstone, Chairman of the 
Oganisation, who presented the annual report. He summed up the 
past year as one of substantial progress in-most spheres. A new 
branch had been formed in Glasgow, the Brit Chalutzim Dattitm 
(Orthodox Chalutz movement) of England had affiliated at the begin- 
ning of the year, a Poel Mizrachi group had been organised within the 
existing Liverpool ‘society, while the existing group had been 
strengthened. 

The report dealt also with the Organisation’s journal HAMIZRACHI, 
the summer school, the Jewish National Fund, Torah VaAvodah, Brit 
Chaluizim Dattiim, co-operation with outside organisations, propa- 
ganda and education, and Bnei Akiva. 

With regard to Brit Chalutzim Dattiim, the report mentions that, 
by agreement with Hechalutz B’Anglia, one-quarter of the 1,000 
Chalutzim trom Germany who were to enter this country to complete 
their training would be members of that Mizrachi movement. 

Tributes were paid to Tue JewisH Curonicie for the publicity it 
had given the movement, and to the Misses S. M. Gross, H. Littenberg, 
and J. Yudt. and Mr. W. Frankel for their services. 

After the presentation of the report, messages were read from Rabbi 
Met Berlin, President of the World Mizrachi: Organisation, the 
Mizrachi Federation of Great Britain and Eire, Mr. A. Bornstein, and 
others. ‘

Speeches at First Session 


Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann spoke on “Aims of the Mizrachi Movement.” 

Mr. Myer Edelbaum spoke on “ The Philosophy of Torah VaAvodah 
and the Present Political Situation.” Dealing first with the political 
situation, Mr. Edelbaum explained the Mizrachi policy at the recent 
meeting of the Zionist General Council and in regard to the propenss 
Arab and Jewish conversations with the Government. He then outlin 
the ideological basis of the Torah VaAvodah movement. : 

The final address of the session. was delivered by Rabbi Kopul 
Rosen on “ Torah VaAvodah as the ideal for Anglo-Jewish Youth.” 

The second session, on Sunday morning, was devoted to considera- 
tion of the Executive report, Treasurer's report and audited accounts, 
Palestine Pioneers’ Fund report, which showed that £684 had been 
raised during the year in this country, and society reports. All reports 
were adopted. 

After lunch the agenda was rearranged to permit of a short address 
being given by Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of the Political Department 
of the Jewish Agency. Mr. Edelbaum presided. Mr. Shertok spoke in 
glowing terms of HaPoel HaMizrachi in Palestine and of the heroism 
involved in the settlement of Tirat Zvi. He paid a tribute to the 
memory of Haim Sturman, killed a few months ago in a landmine 
explosion, the leading personality in Jewish setthkement in Emek Jezreel. 
He had been primarily responsible for settlement in Beth Shan, and 
if HaPoel HaMizrachi had been enabled to conquer Tirat Zvi thanks 
were mainly due to Chaver Sturman. 

At this session, the following resolutions were moved involving 
amendment of the constitution: 


. This conference approves the report and recemmendations of the HaPoel 
HaMizrachi Commission set up by the Executive. 


2.. The Young Mizrachi Organisation hereby resolves itself 
VaAvodah Organisation of Great Britain and Eire. 

These resolutions were moved on behalf of the Executive by Mr. M. 
Silverstone. 

He said that Torah VaAvodah represented an integral part of the 
World Mizrachi movement and was not the result of any “ split ” within 
it. The Mizrachi itself regarded Torah VaAvodah and HaPoel 
HaMizrachi as its crowning achievements. Their organisation was no 
longer a youth movement and was now assuming, as an organisation, 
‘adult responsibilities which it had, in fact;

As over 3,000 parce's of gifts have .so far been sent in for Lady 
Fitzgerald's Jewel Fund by Jews and non-Jews from ail over the 
country, donors may be ‘interested to learn of the procedure in the 
offices of the Fund, at 65, Southampton Row, W.C.1. 

Every morning the mail brings large numbers of parcels, and 
frequently railway vans deposit big wooden crates full of parcels from 
the provinces. Sometimes as many as seven sch cases have been 
received ata time. In addition to all these there are callers who come 
to the office with their personal contributions. The contents of the 
parcels are listed item by item in a special ledger with the name and 
address of the donor. 

Meltings of gold and silver are arranged cvery other day, the 
servic:s of the smelting company being given free of charge. Once 
every week, since the beginning of the Appeal, Mr. A. B. Davis and 
members of his staff have put aside a day for valuing the articles. — 

The response to the appeal has been beyond expectations, and séme- 
times it is several days before gifts can be acknowledged. 

Mention must be made of a most important factor in the success of 
the Jewel Fund. This has been the work of the voluntary canvassers, 
In cach of the districts in London, the Fund has the co-operation of 
ladies who have made themselves responsib'e for organised canvasses 
of their friends and neighbours. To avoid the possibility of fraudulent 
appeals, each canvasser carries an author:sation in the form of a 
receipt book issuzd by the Jewel Fund. 


N.Z.O. CALL FOR A JEWISH 
ELECTED ASSEMBLY 


Mr. Jabotinsky at Stoke Newington 


Mr. Vladimir Jabotinsky, President of the New Zionist Organisation, 
addressed a public meeting held on Tuesday evening, under the auspices 
of the North London branch of the Organisation, at the Assembly Hall, 
Church Street, Stoke Newington, N.

Mr. Jabotinsky attacked Lord Samuel's High Commissionership and 
the scheme which he put recently before the House of Lords, describing 
the scheme as “ dangerous twaddle.” He showed how placing Jewish 
immigrants in various parts of the world was no solution of the Jewish 
problem, and said he believed that the great masses of Jewry would 
insist on the one great remedy, and that was Palestine. They wanted 
to take immediate possession of the country.

WHY JEWS DON’T WANT WAR 
An‘i-Semitism a Sign of Decadence 
L.A.C. IN FINSBURY SQUARE 


[Fror: our Special Correspondent) 


The London Area Council began its anti-defamation campaign this 
year with seventeen open-air meetings. Jewish speakers were heard 
at Clapham Common in the south, at West Green Road, Tottenham, 
in the north, at Sebert Road, Forest Gate, in the east, and at Hogarth 
Road, Earl's Court, in the west: In the City, too, a reply was made 
to the Jew-baiters. 

In Finsbury Square on Tuesday at midday, although the weather was 
raw, several hundred people listencd attentively to an indictment of 
those anti-Semites who take advantage of generally disturbed conditions 
to arouse hatred against the Jews. The speaker examined critically 
the Fascist claim that the Jews are fomenting war against Germany, 
and showed that in the event of a war tt would be the Jews in 
Germany who would immediately be destroyed. In the crists days 
of September, the German Jews had been refused gas-masks and were 
excluded from all schemes of civilian protection. “ The Jews do not 
want war because they, like all other peoples, will be destroyed,” said 
the speaker, and the audience agreed. ¥ 

Why does Jew-baiting occur within a country? continued the 
speaker. In his opinion, it was because of decadence. He disagreed 
with those who claimed that a country declined when and because 
the Jews were expelled from it, and claimed that the expulsion of the 
Jews was a sign of its decline. Similarly, he warned his audience that 
attacks upon. any minority, religious or political, were signs not of an 
awakening of a people but of their decadence and decline. 

In conclusion, he drew the attention of his audience to the con- 
ditions of equality that existed between the peoples of the British 
Empire: and, examining the slogan “ Britain for the British,” showed 
how Britain would be deprived of her Empire if the various peoples 
in it, such as the Indians, began to make the same chauvinistic claims. 

Tolerance and cquality of rights were fundamental to British well- 
being: and when they disappeared so would England's democratic 
institutions. 


KASCISM AN INTERNATIONAL 
DESTRUCTIVE FORCE 


Mr. Attlee’s Vigorous Denunciation 


Every little boy will be modelled on Hitter or Mussolini if Fascism 
gets into power, said Mr. C. R. Attlee at the opening of a Spanish aid 
exhibition at the Whitechapel Art Gallery, Aldgate, last week. 

“If once Fascism gets a hold,” he said, * the people who will suffer 
must be the young. Fascism is out to make the younger generation 
into its own image ; to make every little boy into the image of Hitler 
or Mussolini. Behind the action of Germany, Italy, and Japan is the 
same evil spirit-—a spirit that is out to crush the individual everywhere, 
to subdtie him, and make him the instrument of the power of the ruler. 
It is not, as was once said,a thing that cannot be exported, some- 
thing exclusively German or exclusively Italian,” added Mr. Attlee, 
“It is an international force which can only succeed by crushing liberty 
wherever liberty exists.”

Refugees are putting into operation several schemes which should

In an interview which I have just 
had with Mr. Philip Vos, K.C., 
Hon. Secretary of the Fund (writes 
a representative of THe Jrwist 
CHRONICLE), he told me that it had 
had a magnificent start, and that 
what was most impressive about it 
was the enormous response it had 
recéived from ail parts of the 
country. By the last week in 
December, the number of individual 
subscribers totalled over 60,000. 

- Nothing was more heartening, said 
Mr. Vos, than the way in which all 
classes and creeds had rallied to the 
appeal. During the past week. a 
large number of contributions had 
been received from factories and 
workshops im different parts of the i a 
country. accompanied by letters

tions for the Fund. Cheques had . 

also been received from school teachers, representing collections made 
before the break-up for the recent holidays. 

At Mr. Vos’s office. ceaseless telephone and postal inquiries are being 
made as to how people can best help, and he therefore enumerated the 
various schemes now in operation. The first method is through “ our old 
friend, the collecting-box.’ There are thousands of these boxes available, 
and applications for home or shop use would be gratefully received at 32, 
Essex Street, Strand. 

Next comes the important scheme of special Post Office stamp books, 
which are being used by permission of the Post Office authorities. “* Each 
book,’ said Mr. Vos, “contains forty spaces, to which sixpenny savings- 
stamps, bought at any post office. can be affixed: We expect to see 100,000 
of these books in circulation by the end of January. .and they will give 
every man, woman, and child a chance to do his or her bit.” One workshop 
has already offered to fill four such books every week: that meant a weekly 
contribution of £4 from that particular band of helpers. A school in the 
North of England has undertaken to fill a book every week, which meant 
another regular weekly contribution of £1. 

Mr. Vos next spoke of the records made by His Master's Voice of Lord 
Baldwin's broadcast appeal. These two twelve-inch discs constitute a 


permanent record of what, said Mr. Vos, must surely have been one of the . 


finest speeches ever made in the cause of humanity. The whole of the 
profits on their sale (they cost &s. for the two, and are in stock at the same 
_ offices) go to the Fund. 


Overtime Earnings Contributed 


One of the features in the response to the Appeal is the number of 
different ways of helping devised by contributors themselves. For instance, 
many groups of workers have sent quite substantial cheques made up of 
their combined overtime earnings. The first cheque of this kind was for 
over.£60 and came from the emp!ovees of the Dour Iron Foundry, Ltd., -of 
Dover. “ The men in those works,” said Mr. Vos, “ decided to-work over- 
time throughout a Saturday afternoon, and to send the proceeds to the Lord 
Baldwin Fund instead of adding them to their wage-packets. Factorics and 
workshops in Newcastle, Manchester, Leeds, and elsewhere have followed 
suit.” 

Speaking of the reasons which had made the Appeal imperative, Mr. Vos 
said he wished it were possible to publish a fraction of the letters that 
reached them by every post from all parts. of Germany. They would reveal 
the immensity and urgency of the task which confronted them. But. they 
were hopeful that the interest and enthusiasm which had been aroused 
throughout the country would greatly increase. He concluded by saying 
that his Committee were very anxious to see what, he thought. was a pet 
scheme of theirs widély adopted: that was the formation of “ Baldwin 
Fund Circles.” 

“You know, of course,” he said, in explanation, “ that the Committee is 
representative of each of the churches as well as of Jewry. The idea of 
the * Baldwin Fund Circles’ is that throughout the country people should 
get together to reproduce the Committee in miniature, so to speak. for the 
purpose of furthering the objects of the Fund. A group of six enthusiasts, 
representative of all the religious communities, can do a great deal in their 
particular locality or in their bank, counting-house, factory, or shop. The 
‘Fund Circles’ can be of great use not only in collecting money but also 
in the distribution of literature and in obtaining voluntary assistance for 
the numerous local Committees now being set up throughout the country, 
many of them under the patronage of the local Mayor.”

1,600 REFUGEE .CHILDREN IN ENGLAND 
Lord Baldwin Fund Trustees 
AGRICULTURAL TRAINING FOR YOUNG 


Arrangements are now being completed by the British Movement for 
the Care of Children from Germany to bring to this country fifty of 
the children who, deported from Germany last month and refused 
permission to enter Poland, have been living in miserable circum- 
stances at Zbonszyn. The children will be brought in on Home Office 
permits similar to those granted for bringing refugee children from 
Germany. There are over 600 children and 5.000: adults at the 
Zbonszyn camp. 

Another band of Jewish children from Germany—forty-six in all— 
arrived in England last Friday. This brings the number brought into 
this couniry up to about 1,600. Some 550 children have already been 
placed permanently in homes here. The children at the Dovercourt 
camp are reported to be happy and well, and a special post office has 
been set up for them in the camp tuckshop. Two thousand letters and 
postcards, coming from and being dispatched to all parts of Europe, 
are dealt with every week. Each child is allowed to send one letter 
and two postcards a week. 


Performances in Theatres and Cinemas

between the Lord Baldwin Fund and the Women’s Appeal Committee 
for German and Austrian Women and Children. Miss Bergner, who 
will make a personal appearance; Mrs. Anthony de Rothschild, and 
Earl St. John are acting as joint organisers. Also in support of the 
-LLord Baldwin Fund, schoolboys from Belmont Abbey School, the 
famous Benedictine Monastery School on the River Wye, near 
Hereford, are to give, on Wednesday and Thursday week, three 
performances of T. S. Eliot's “Murder in the Cathedral” in Westminster 
Cathedral Hall.

Those who will go there first were 
undergoing agricultural training in Germany ull their training centres 
were destroyed or closed last November. Many of them are now in 
prisons or concentration camps. Mr. Anderson's offer will enable them 
to be released and to be prepared by further training at East Grinstead 
for settlement in Palestine and other oversea countries. A small group, 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. J. Lipert, are furnishing and equipping 
the two houses at their own expense, and have arranged to provide the 
salaries of the teachers who will be employed there. The Council for 
German Jewry have made a substantial grant towards the students’ 
cost of maintenance. | 

The: East London Committee for Jewish Refugee Students have 
acquired premises at 26, Rampart Street, E., for a home to accommo- 
date Austrian refugee students, where, besides Seing maintained, they 
will be able to continue their education and be taught a trade. The 
house is being given rent free for five weeks. Rabbi J. Cymerman is 
Chairman of the Committee. 


LEADING ITALIAN-JEWISH PHYSICIST 
IN ENGLAND 


Profesor Rossi at Manchester University 


[From our Correspondent— MANCHESTER] 


One of the first Jewish intellectual exiles to reach England from Italy, 
following upon the recent anti-Jewish decrees there, is Professor Bruno 
Rossi, Professor of Physics at the University of Padua since 1932. He 
has been awarded a Fellowship by the Society for the Protection .of 
Science and Learning, and is now working in the physical laboratory 
of Professor P. Blackett at Manchester University. 

Dr. Rossi is thirty-three, a native of Venice, and his family have lived 
in Italy for well over 300 years. He studied at Padua and Bologna, 
obtaining his doctorate in I’hysics at Bologna in 1927. For the next five 
years he was Assistant to Professor Garbasso at Florence, and he was later 
awarded a travelling scholarship to the leading European centres of physics 
research by the Italian Royal Academy. He is one of the world’s leading 
investigators of cosmic rays, and he supervised the construction at Padua 
of a new physical laboratory containing a million-volt high-tension apparatus 
and a large magnet of the Blackett type for the investigation of cosmic rays. 
He was a member of the Italian National Council of Research, and was an 
Italian delegate to the International Conference of Physicis{s held in London 
in 1934. In 1933, under the auspices of the Italian State Departments of 
Education and Colonies, he led a three-months’ expedition to 
Africa) to study- cosmic rays in the earth's magnetic field, and in October, 
1937, as a result of his investigations, he was awarded the “ 28th October 
Prize.” (value, 10,000 lire) by the italian Department of. Scientific Education.

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_ GERMANY AND THE REFUGEES 


Visits and Discussions 
PREPARING FOR RUBLEE COMMITIEE 
Germany’s Growing Fear of U.S.A. 


[From our Diplomatic Correspdndent] 


Ihe proposals outlined by Dr. Schacht during his visit to London 
for the expansion of Germany's export trade and reserves of sound 
currency met with an icy reception here. Yet, as | anticipated -at the 
time, it looks as if the Reichsbank President will eet away with them in 
a considerable measure. For “ humanitarian blackmail” is of a kind 
difficult to resist; and, in its refusal to facilitate the emigration of its 
racial and political victims unless its financial and economic positien 
were improved, the Nazi Reich possessed a lever of exceeding cogency. 
Mr. Rublee and his Committee, left with no choice before them but 
to urge the British and other democratic Governments to a partial 
compliance with Dr. Schacht’s demands or to court the wholesale and 
systematic extermination of the German Jews and Christian “ non- 
Aryans,’ had perforce to regard the former alternative as the lesser 
evil. Thus, while our daily Press was congratulating itself on the 
failure of Dr. Schacht and asserting that he had returned to Berlin 
empty handed, German official spokesmen were declaring that his 
trip had not been unproductive. On Tuesday, he received a summons 
to report personally to Hitler at Berchtesgaden, both on the Jewish 
emigration problem and also on the wider issues he proposed to discuss 
with Mr. Montagu Norman, the Governor of the Bank of England. 


Mr. Montagu Norman's Mission 

On Wednesday, Mr. Norman left London to return his German 
colleague's “ private’ visit on terms of corresponding privacy. His 
avowed mission was to prepare the ground for the arrival in Berlin 
during thts week-end of Messrs. Rublee and Pell and their ‘financial 
advisers, since, unless some tentative financial principles could be 
agreed to previously between. Dr. Schacht and Mr. Norman, the 
Directors of the Inter-Governmental Refugee Committee would be 
unable to elaborate for submission to the Germans any concrete scheme 
for a regulated evacuation of the German Jews and others. On behalt 
of the Committee, Mr. Rublee had-notified Berlin that Dr. Schacht’s 


proposals would be regarded by him as a basis of discussion, but that” 


certain aspects of those proposals, being matters fer the individual 
Governments, lay outside the Committee's competence. 

It is perhaps difficult to gauge how far Mr. Norman is acting as a 
“scout” for the Government, and how far for the Committee itself. 
As a matter of fact, Mr. Rublee and his colleagues are very much in 
the dark as to what they can expect of the German Government as a 
contribution to the expenses of transport and resettlement of the 
deportees. Mr. Myron Taylor's original conception of an orderly 
evacuation of some 500,000 Jews within a quinquennial period has 
long gone by the board. The talk now—but tt ts purely exploratory— 
is of 150,000 emigrants from the Greater Reich within the next two 
years or thereabouts, the German Government undertaking in the 


Meantime not to intensify the harshness of its anti-Semitic legislation. 


The first 150,000 emigrants under the scheme would be selected 
from among the more able-bodied elements, male and female, leaving 
the children and the older folk to be helped to find new homes by 
other and more individual agencies in the countries adjoining Germany. 
The outlook for the elder folk is certainly not promising, in view of the 
“means test"’ imposed by the Governments concerned. Moreover, 
the Rublee Committee is experiencing daily growing difficulties in its 
search for both permanent and intermediate “ outlets.” Nothing short 
of a determined and not too diplomatic “big push” by President 
Roosevelt in this direction will compel the Governments_to open their 
gates, including those of Palestine. 


The Only Ray of Hope — | 

Germany's response to the Rublee Committee will be governed in the 
main by two factors. First, the financial and commercial gains which 
the Reich can secure for itself by its sinister exploitation of the Jewish 
problem; and, secondly, its more wholesome fear of the grave con- 
sequences which any continuance and aggravation of the present 
tension between Berlin and Washington might entail. These con- 
sequences might well comprise not only a serious loss of trade and 
dollar remittances but also American readiness to support and even 
stiffen the democracies of Western Europe in any fresh conflict with the 


_ Reich. For the latter‘is deeply concerned, apart from the now certain 


revision of America’s neutrality legislation in favour of those 
democracies, by the enormous expansion of the American Navy and 
Air Arm in the Atlantic. It is said that Herr von Ribbentrop, no less 
than Field Marshal Géring, the Army Chief, and, of course, Dr. 
Schacht himself, are all now fully alive to this peril. Hence their 
united efforts to persuade the Fihrer that something must be done to 
appease American anger with Germany by the “ friendly liquidation 
of the Jewish problem by the Reich. This circumstance affords the 
only ray of hope in the present Jewish outlook. a 

Germany's new vassals, Czecho-Slovakia and Hungary (or is the 
latter by now Mussolini's vassal rather than Herr Hitler’s?), have now 
entered the anti-Semitic lists. Poland continues to press hard for 
representation on the Rublee Committee, whose opposition to her 
inclusion is on the wane. Rumania is awaiting the Committees 
decision about Poland before formulating a similar claim.

** NO-MAN’S-LAND” CAMPS. AND 
BARRACKS FOR JEWS 


Mostly Result of Munich Pac: 


There are at least twelve “no-man’'s-land” refugee camps along 
the German, Slovakian, Hungarian, Polish, and other frontiers, and 
thousands of refugees are confined in barracks in fifteen isolation camps 
in Switzerland, Belgium, and Holland. This is shown by surveys of the 
American Jewish Joint Distribution Committee and other Paris central 
relief organisations. Some of the camps have sprung up as a result 
of Germany's merciless expulsion of her Jews, but most of them are 
a direct result of the Munich Pact and the cession of territories to 
Germany, Hungary, and Poland. 

Sixteen Jewish families in the “no-man’s-land” camp near the 
Sudeten town of Louny, and other similar scaticred groups along the 
Czech-German frontier, live in ditches. The Red Cross has supplied 
them with tents and straw, but it has failed to obtain permission for 
them to enter Czecho-Slovakia. In the Pilsen region, a number of 
Jews live between the two frontiers in two separate camps near 
Manetin and Domlice. Near Brno, 128 Jews live under similar con- 
ditions,. and. over 200 German-Austrian refugees from Czecho- 
Slovakia live in a demolished factory in Ivancice. 

Some 650 Jews live in the Belgian tsolation camp at Merxplas and 
750 in the camp at Marneffie, where they are being trained.- Barracks 
were provided for them by the State. and heating and food are 
supplied by the Jewish organisations. In Switzerland, there are 900 
refugees confined. in about a dozen camps. They are maintained by 
local Jewish organisations. | 

The Dutch Jewish Community has had to deposit half a million 
guilders with the Dutch Government as a guarantee for the maintenance 
of the Jewish refugees in the camp at the Hook of Holland, which 
has housing accommodation for 1,500 people. ‘ 

The Jewish deportees from Slovakia who have for some weeks been 
Stranded in.“ no-man’s-land ” on the Slovak-Hungarian frontier have 
now been taken to specially-erected camps on both sides of the frontier 
(reports the Prague Correspondent of THe Jewish CHRONICLE). Some 
of them have found homes with private families. The “ Hicem”™ is 
seeking to arrange their emigration to South America and Palestine, 
and that of the children (if of German or Austrian origin) to England. 
Funds for this object have been contributed by the local Jews and by 


the Lord Mayor of London's Fund for Czech Refugees.

NEW YORK NEGROES AID REFUGEES 


Generous Gesture of Sympathy 


A generous and concrete expression of sympathy for oppressed 
minorities in Central and Eastern Europe was given by New York 
Negroes recently, when members of the Abyssinian Baptist Church 
collected £26 at a church meeting in aid of Christian and Jewish 
refugees. | 

The money is being equally divided between the American Jewish 
Joint Distribution Committee and the American Committee . for 
Christian German Refugees, and in forwarding cheques to them the 
Rev. A. Clayton Powell, jnr., Pastor of the Church, stated that this 


-was the largest collection made in the church during the past eight 


years. “I personally feel,” he stated, “ that it is significant that the 
Negro people, as poverty stricken and oppressed as they are, are yet 
willing gladly to make this contribution.” 


YUGOSLAVIA 


-All Jewish refugees from Germapy and Italy living in Yugoslavia 
have been ordered to be expelled. Most of them have already been 
put across the frontiers, which have been closed to all persons bearing 
German passports who cannot prove “Aryan” ancestry. 

The expulsion was quietly accomplished, without an official 
announcement, by the Department of the Interior by order of the 
former Minister, Dr. Anton Koroshetz,.who resigned in the recent 
Cabinet reshuffle. Its not yet clear whether the Government's policy

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CZECHO-SLOVAKIA 


There is widespread fear among the Sudeten refugees (writes the 
Prague Correspondent of Tue JewisH CHronicie) that they will be 
placed under supervision in concentration camps; for they can neither 
opt for Czech citizenship nor obtain facilities for early emigration. 
There is also a danger that the refugees from Austria and Germany, as 
well as Stateless refugees, may be expelled at the end of this month. 
(It is reported that the Jewish Relief Committee in Prague has found 
itself compelled to hire aeroplanes to transport the refugees to other 
countries.) 

The “Hicem™ is expecting a large number of visas for South 
American countries, and it is hoped that 1,000 refugees will be able to 
leave at the beginning of next month. Palestine certificates are 
available for’ 400 “ capitalists,” but the consent of the National Bank 
to the transfer of the necessary £400,000 is still being awaited. 

Permission has been granted to the Jewish Community in Prague 
to establish a refugees camp near Polna, in the. Bohemian-Moravian 
Hills. The Jews must, however, buy all necessaries in Polna, must 
not set up their own businesses, and must not take part in any political 
activities. 

Four hundred Jewish refugees, aged from eighicen to twenty-eight, 
from the Sudeten districts, have received permits to go abroad to be 
trained for subsequent immigration into Palestine, reports the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. 


RUMANIA 


The new Rumanian Foreign Minister, M. Gafencu, declared in a 
. broadcast last week that his Government considered the problem of 
Jewish emigration from Rumania to be a matter of the utmost urgency, 
which had to be solved without further delay. He belteved that it was 
necessary, in the interest of the Jews themselves, as well as in the 
interest of the country, that a part of the Jewish population should 
emigrate. The Government, he added, had already got in touch with 
all Colonial powers to accelerate plans dealing with the colonisation 
of Rumanian Jews. He concluded by stating that all minorities would 
enjoy equal treatment within the scope of the constitution.

DR. WEIZMANN AND INTERNATIONAL JEWISH 
COLONISATION SOCIETY 


Co-operation with Zionists Discussed 
[from our Correspondent—AMSTERDAM] 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann paid a flying visit to Amsterdam recently and 
addressed a gathering of leaders of the Dutch Zionist movement and 
officials of the Keren Hayesod. The plans of the International Jewish 
Colonisation Society wére discussed, and Dr. Weizmann told of his 
efforts to bring about co-operation, as far as possible, between the 
Keren Hayesod and the Colonisation Society with a view to influencing 
large-scale immigration into Palestine. He announced his intention of 
visiting North America in the near future to take part in the campaign 
to collect $50,000,000 for colonisation in Palestine. 

On his return to The Hague last week, after his visit to Paris, Mr. 
Daniel Wolf, the founder of the International Jewish Colonisation 
Society, informed Press representatives that sufficient material had now 
been collected to form a definite plan of campaign. Representatives 
from England and France would meet in The Hague on Saturday week 
to inaugurate the scheme. 


LORD MAYOR’S CZECH REFUGEES FUND 
Report on Allocations : 


A report showing how the £360,000 subscribed to the Lord Mayor's Czech 
Refugees Fund has been allocated was issued this week by Sir Harry 
Twyford, last year’s Lord Mayor of London, who retains the Chairmanship 
of the London Executive Committee of the Fund. 

Relief is being granted irrespective of political opinions or religious 
beliefs. 

£260,000 went in grants for relief administration in Czecho-Slovakia and 
£80,000 for relief through the British Committee for Refugees from Czecho- 
Slovakia. Equal grants to the British Red Cross and the Save the Children 
Fund totalled £10,000. After paying expenses, £7,139 remains as reserve 
for contingencies. 

At present, the approximate number of registered refugees is 120,000, 
but this figure is expected rapidly to increase, as more of the refugees who 
have been accommodated by their friends. and relatives will be obliged by 
the winter conditions and the rise in the cost of living to turn to the State 
for assistance. 

The present arrangement is that refugees receive from the Czech Govern- 
ment an allowance of about Is. 2d. a. day for food, while the Lord Mayor's 


Fund is primarily concerned with providing the other necessities—fuel, . 


accommodation, bedding, clothing, medical supplies, and sanitary equip- 
ment,

ADMINISTRATION AT WOBURN HOUSE 


From Mr. HANS PASCH 
To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHronicie 


Sin,—I was delighted to hear of the proposed overhauling of the 
administrative machinery of the German-Jewish Aid Committee. I fee! 
that I am expressing the views of many of us who are already in this haven 
of refuge, as well as those who are potential refugees. in saying that we 
are keenly appreciative of the brotherly and sisterly feeling which has led 
the donors and subscribers to give generously. When it came to the channel 
and methods of distribution to refugees already here, and even more to the 
real practical work of advising and helping prospective refugees to get 
out of their hell quickly, we were sadly disappointed. It was fast becoming 
an article of belief among us refugees that the Committee was not a help 
but a hindrance in many cases. 

I can speak from my own experience, and I have had striking confirmation 
from many of my friends and acquaintances among my co-refugees, when I 
say that the reorganisation was certainly due and that we all sincerely hope 
that it will be speedily effective. 


There is an aspect which is often overlooked, and it is an ironic , 


commentary that I, a refugee, should point it out. The delay and confusion 
at Woburn House has-led some.refugees to believe that it is the Home Office 
which is responsible, and thus to discredit British administrative efficiency. 
So far as my own experience goes, this is certainly not the case. I have 
rsonal knowledge of a number of cases which did not go through Woburn 
ouse and were settled favourably in less than a week. in a few cases in 
two or three days. About three weeks ago. two friends of mine submitted 
applications for the admission of persons to this country. One applicant 
went to Woburn House and meticulotisly obeved-the detailed requirements. 
He is still awaiting the result, and the dangers of Dachau hang heavy over 
his people in the meantime. : 
_ The other was fortunate enough to entrust the matter to his solicitors. 
The case was not referred to Woburn House, and although it had no 
stronger claims than the former, the permit was obtained within ten days. 

When a day lost is so frequently a tragedy to a Jewish family, I-feel it 
my duty to let you know my experience, and you can imagine the feelings 
of my co-refugees who have relatives and friends in Dachau or other hells 
upon earth. 

I cannot close without expressing my thanks to this country for its 
wonderful freedom. Everywhere, except sometimes at Woburn House, I 
have found courtesy and kindness and real human feeling. Officials at 
Croydon, at Bow Street, and at the Aliens Department (Stanley House), 
have been wonderful. I hope Woburn House will soon become equally

‘Urgent Need for Hostel 
CLEARING HOUSE MUST BE ESTABLISHED 


To the Edito> of THe JewisH CHSONICLE 


Sir,—It is becoming increasingly obvious that there is an imperative need 
for the immediate setting up of a series of hostels as clearing stations for 
refugees seeking to take up domestic work in this country. 
~The arrangements whereby Jewish women come from the abnormal and 
terribly tragic conditions abroad direct into the family life of this country 
are proving daily more unsatisfactory. No one can blame women, driven to 
despair, for making every possible effort to escape. But there is no possible 
guarantee that the situations, so eagerly accepted by them in their plight, are 
in reality suitable either to their abilities or their personalities. 

In the case of enforced refugees, some sort of clearing house ts an over- 
due necessity. 


The mental and psychological difficulties of the women refugees who 


come to work in this country are great. Many of them have been arbitrarily 
torn out of professions in which they were highly successful. Others again 
have been forced out of comfortable and affluent homes suddenly to under. 


take unaccustomed tasks of toil. A refugee domestic worker may find 
herself in an English home where there are caughters of her own age, 
happily and busily absorbed in their future careers. Her own life has 
ccl'apsed ; and she finds herself in a positiof in which it would require far 
more philosophy than most of us can claim to reconcile her to her fate. 

_ All these factors make it imperative that some kind of organised instruc- 
tional prepiration (quite apart from any training in English domestic 
methocs, which is also essential) should te provided for all these women for 
a little whi'e rrior to their entering upon their domestic duties in the Engl sh 
home. This would at the same time afford invaluable opportunites for 
prospective employers and emplovees to meet and talk prior to engagement.

Jewish community dare not neglect. 

Nor is it sufficient to dismiss the matter in the attitude that such creakings 
in the macoincry of the w.rk accomplished by the Refugce Comm ttce 
betokens an unrecessary spirit of ingratitude on the part of those helped. 
Man does not live by bread alone, and th: Jew:sh woman domestic worker, 
grateful as she must te for the home that has been afforded her in her 
plight, must nevertheless be taucht, in a sympathetic manrer, the fac s of 
her position and the nec ssity for her own personal co-operaticn in making 
the best of it.

Applications for the admission as dependents of about 12,000 
persons, mostly parents of over fifty years of age, have been received 
by the German Settlers’ Association. The applications have been 
= refused by the Government or not yet granted because the present 
; quota is exhausted. The Association argues that the admission of these 
5 aged people would not injure the Arabs and would enable the victims 
of persecution to end their days in peace. A delegation has presented 
an appeal to Mr. Mills, the Commissioner for Migration, and asked 
him to transmit it to the High Commissioner, the Colonial Secretary, 
the Prime Minister, and the King.

BOLIVIA 


The Bolivian Government have authorised their Consuls abroad to 
grant visas for the entry into Bolivia of Jewish refugees subject to 
certain conditions. Agriculturists or those bringing with them a capital 
of £1,000 or more may come in unlimited numbers. Specialists and 
professional men will be allowed to enter only in exceptional cases, 


DR. WEIZMANN AND INTERNATIONAL JEWISH 
COLONISATION SOCIETY 


Co-operation with Zionists Discussed 
[from our Correspondent—AMSTERDAM] 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann paid a flying visit to Amsterdam recently and 
addressed a gathering of leaders of the Dutch Zionist movement and 
officials of the Keren Hayesod. The plans of the International Jewish 
Colonisation Society were discussed, and Dr. Weizmann told of his 
efforts to bring about co-operation, as far as possible, between the 
Keren Hayesod and the Colonisation Society with a view to influencing 
large-scale immigration into Palestine. He announced his intention of 
visiting North America in the near future to take part in the campaign 
to collect $50,000,000 for colonisation in Palestine. 

On his return to The Hague last week, after his visit to Paris, Mr. 
Daniel Wolf, the founder of the International Jewish ‘Colonisation 


Society. informed Press representatives that sufficient material had now . 


been collected to form a definite plan of campaign. Representatives 
from England and France would meet in The Hague on Saturday week 
to inaugurate the scheme. 


LORD MAYOR’S CZECH REFUGEES FUND 
Report on Allocations 


\ report showing how the £360,000 subscribed to the Lord Mayor's Czech 
Refugees Fund has been allocated was issued this week by Sir Harry 
Twyford, last year’s Lord Mayor of London, who retains the Chairmanship 
‘of the London Executive Committee of the Fund. 

Relief is being granted irrespective of political opinions or religious 
beliefs. 

£260,000 went in grants for relief administration in Czecho-Slovakia and 
£80,000 for relief through the British Committee for Refugees from Czecho- 
Slovakia. Equal grants to the British Red Cross and the Save the Children 
Fund totalled £10,000. After paying expenses, £7,139 remains as reserve 
for contingencies. 

At present, the approximate number of registered refugees is 120,000, 
but this figure is expected rapidly to increase, as more of the refugees who 
have been accommodated by their friends and. relatives will be obliged by 
the winter conditions and the rise in the cost of living to turn to the State 
for assistance. 

The present arrangement, is that refugees receive from the Czech Govern- 
ment an allowance of about Is. 2d. a day for food, while the Lord Mayor's 
Fund is primarily concerned with providing the other necessities—fuel, 
accommodation, bedding, clothing, medical supplies, and sanitary equip- 
ment. 

The number of destitute refugee ghildren is estimated at between 15,000 
and 18,000. Many have been removed to State Recovery Homes, where 
.they are being cared for out of the Lord Mayors Fund, while others are 
being looked after by the Save the Children Fund and similar organisations,

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GERMAN-JEWISH PAPER URGES 
MASS SETTLEMENT 


Mass settlement in some pioneer land as the only possible solution 
for “an acute and pressing problem” is urged by the JewisH News 
PaGe, the Nazi-controlled German-Jewish paper which now appears 
in place of the JupiscHe RuNpscHav. The newspaper asks for the 
united support of Jewish emigration organisations for the plan now 
under discussion to open British Guiana to Jewish colonisation. 

“ For those who want to see,” the paper states, “ it is unmistakably 
evident that areas of settlement ate not only necessary for German 
Jews, but that in the near future they will also be necessary for Jews 
in other European countries. Those who appreciate the march of 
events must see clearly how quickly the Jewish problem in other 
countries is coming to a head and how urgent an immediate solution 
has become.” 

The hope is expressed that current activities on behalf of German 
Jewry will make possible the absorption: of between a hundred and 
a hundred and fifty thousand immigrants in various countries during 
the coming year. “ This will make it all the easier to resettle the rest 
in some single pioneer colony,” the article concludes. . - 


ADMINISTRATION AT WODURN HOUSE 
From Mr. HANS PASCH 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisu Curonicie 


Sik.—I_ was delighted to. hear of the proposed overhauling of the 
administrative machinery of the German-Jewish Aid Committee. L feel 
that I am expressing the views of many of us who are already in this haven 
of refuge, as well as those who are. potential refugees. in saying that we 
are keenly appreciative of the brotherly and sisterly feeling which has led 
the donors and subscribers to give generously. When it came to the channel 
and methods of distribution to refugees already here, and. even more to the 
real practical work of advising and helping prospective refugees to get 
out of their hell quickly. we were sadly disappointed. It was fast becoming 
an article of belief among us refugees that the Committee was not a help 
but a hindrance in many cases. . 

I can speak from my own experience, and I have had striking confirmation 
from many of my friends and acquaintances among my co-refugees, when I 
say that the reorganisation was certainly due and that we all sincerely hope 
that it will be speedily effective. : 

There is an aspect which is often overlooked, and it is an ironic 
commentary that I, a refugee, should point it out. The delay and confusion 
at Woburn House has led some refugees to believe that it is the Home Office 
which is responsible, and thus to discredit British administrative efficiency. 
So far as my own experience goes, this is certainly not the case. I have 
personal knowledge of a number ef cases which did not go through Woburn 
House and were settled favourably in less than a week, in a few cases in 
two or three days. About three weeks ago. two friends of mine submitted 
applications for the admission of persons to this country. One applicant 
went to Woburn House and meticulously obeved the detailed requirements. 
He is still awaiting the result, and the dangers of Dachau hang heavy over 
his people in the meantime. 

The other was fortunate enough to entrust the matter to his solicitors. 
The case was not referred to Woburn House, and although it had no 
stronger claims than the former, the permit was obtained within ten days. 

When a day lost is so frequently a tragedy to a Jewish family, I feel it 
my duty to let you know my experience, and you can imagine the feelings 
of my co-refugees who have relatives and friends in Dachau or other hells 
upon earth. 

I cannot close without expressing my thanks to this country for its 
wonderful freedom. Everywhere, except sometimes at Woburn House, I 
have found courtesy and kindness and real human feeling. Officials at 
Croydon, at Bow Street. and at the Aliens Department (Stanley House), 
have been wonderful. I hope Woburn House will soon become equally

Urgent Need for Hostel - 
CLEARING HOUSE MUST BE ESTABLISHED 


To the Edito: of THe JewtsH CH.ONICLE 


Sin,—It is becoming increasingly obvious that there is an imperative need 
for the immediate setting up of a series of hostels as clearing stations for 
refugees seeking to take up domestic work in this country. 

The arrangements whereby Jewish women come from the abnormal and 
terribly tragic conditions abroad direct into the family life of this country 
are proving daily more unsatisfactory. No one can blame women, driven to 
despair, for making every possible effort to escape. But there is no possible 
guarantee that the situations, so eagerly accepted by them in their plight, are 
in reality suitable either to their abilities or their personalities, 

In the case of enforced refugees, some sort of clearing house is an over- 
due necessity... - 

The mental and psychological difficulties of the women refugees who 
come to work in this country are great. Many of them have been arbitrarily 
torn out of professions in which they were highly successful. Others again 
have been forced out of comfortable and affluent homes suddenly to under.

take unaccustomed tasks of toil. A refugee domestic worker may find 
herself in an English home where there are caughters of her own age, 
happily and busily absorbed in their future careers. Her own life has 
ccl'apsed ; and she finds herself in a position in which it would require far 
more philosophy than most of us can claim to reconcile her to her fate. 

_ All these factors make it imperative that some kind of organised instruc- 
tional prepiration (quite apart from any training in English domestic 
methocs, which is also essential) should te provided for all thes: women for 
a little whi'e frior to their entering upon their domestic duties in the Engl sh 
home. This would at the same time afford invaluable opportunites for 
prospective employers and employees to meet and talk prior to engagement. 

Properly organised the advent of the refugee dove tic worker can meana 
very real and valuable contribut.on to Br tish home Ife, which is at present 
scr ously <ffected by the shortage of domes'ic help. But the omino.s 
grumblings that are indulged in concerning their jobs by so many refugee 
domestic workers, combined with the number of misfits that have already 
led to terminated employment and rendered the women concerr ed temporary 
burdens on the funds of the Central Refugee Commities, are sy) mpioms the 
Jewish community dare not neglect. 

; Nor is it sufficient to dismiss the matter in the attitude that such creakings 
in the macoinry of the w.rk accomplished by the Refugce Comm ttce 
betokens an unrecessary spirit of ingratitude on the part of those helped. 

Man does not live by bread alone, and th: Jewish woman domestic worker, 
grateful as she’must te fer the home that has’ been afforded her in her 
plight, must nevertheless be taucht, in a sympathetic manrer, the fac s of 
her position and the nec ssity for her own personal co-operaticn in making 
the best of it.

H. Hyams, Grand President, presided at the annual Grand Lodge 
dinner held at Porchester Hall, W. Owing to absence abroad, Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann was unable to fulfil his engagement to be present, and ina message 
to the Order he said that the Zionist movement warmly appreciated the 


splendid encouragement of the Achei Brith in the common task and privilege 
of building up the National Home. 


Mr. Neville. Laski’s Tribute 


Proposing a tcast to the Order, Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., President of the 
Jewish Board of Deputies, said that he had always entertained the highest 
regard for the Friendly Society movement, which had made an enormous 
and valuable contribution to Anglo-Jewish life. The decision of the Grand 
Lodge to impose a levy was most heartening to those who had shouldered 
the task of protecting Anglo-Jewry. He was of the opinion that the more 
people joining the movement, the more stable would be the foundations of 
the Anglo-Jewish community as a whole. This was not merely on social 
disciplinary grounds but on grounds of learning the administration and the 
difficulties associated with great undertakings. Members who graduated 
from Lodges of Friendly Societies made themselves into persons competent 
to hold the highest positions the community offered. The Order stood for 
brotherhood, friendship, ard democracy, indeed for all the things by which 
Jews survived and by which they would continue to survive. 

Bro. Hyams, in responding, assured Mr. Laski that his compliments were 
highly appreciated by his colleagues and by all who were concerned with 
the work of the Order. It was with great satisfaction that he acknowledged 
the wholehearted response which the Order was making to the p!ea for help 
to stricken Jewry. 

Bro. J. Dight made a presentation to Bro. M. W. Domb, the immediate 
Past Grand President and joint editor of the Leaper. Bro. Dight spoke of 
Bro. Domb’s wonderful enthusiasm for the work of the Order. Bro. Domb, 
who was warmly received, said he was proud to have been for a term the 
leader, spokesman, and representative of so important an organisation. 
Whilst happy to receive. the gift, he wanted to show his goodwill towards the 
Order by returning part of the amount contributed by the lodges as a con- 
tribution to the Convalescent Home Fund and to the Women’s and Children’s 
Appeal Funds, with which his wife was closely identified. 


Palestine and Refugee Children 


Bro. L. Courts, Grand Vice-President, proposed “The Gue'ts,” and 
coupled with the toast the name of Dr. Israel Feldmah, a Vice-President of 
the Board of Deputies and Chairman of its Palestine Committee. 

Dr. Feldman, dealing with Palestine, said that in his opimon the question 
of the admission of 10,000 helpless refugee children from Germany to homes 
already provided for them in Palestine was not exclusively a question 
whether the Government at the present time could or could not accede to 


_ the request; it was also a commentary on the position of the National 


Home, and, even more important, of what was meant by a National Home. 
The cry of the children had gone out to the whole world. Every community 
and every democracy in the world was answering that cry with money as 
well as personal service. Yet it was a tragedy that the only community that was 
prevented from acting rersonally in relationship to those children was that 
one community in Palestine, the Yishuv. Proceeding, he said that they were 
now approaching a major crisis in the Jewish problem of Palestine. If the 
round-table discussions proved fruitful, as they hoped and prayed, such con- 
ferences implied the equality of all parties meeting round the table, Jews, 
Arabs, and the British Government. Dr. Feldman concluded by saying that 
he was certain that, whenever the leaders of Zionism came into contact with 
the masses represented by such bodies as the Achei Brith and Shield of 
Abraham, they received renewed vigour and a mess3ge of inspiration. 


Presentation to General Secretary 

Bro. M. Cash, Grand Treasurer, made a presentation of a gold watch and 
chain to Bro. H. S. Schildkraut, the General Secretary, in recognition of the 
special services he had rendered during the past year in connection with the 
Order's Jubilee celebrations. Bro. Cash, in paying a tribute to Bro. Schild- 
kraut’s efforts and organising capacity, said he was confident that the O-der 
as a whole shared the satisfaction of the Officers and Executive Council at 
the efficiency with which these functions had been carried out. Bro. Schild- 
kraut, in acknowledgment, thanked the Head Office staff for their loyal 
support and co-operation.

Levy on Members Recommended

Under the auspices of the Manchester and District Jewish Friendly 
Societies Council, an emergency meeting of the Executive Officers of 
all Jewish Friendly Societies in Manchester was held at Maccabean 


House, Cheetham Hill Road, on Tuesday of last week. Bro. M. Wilks, — 


Chairman of the Council, presided, and sixty delegates attended, This 
was the first time in the history of the Jewish Friendly Society move- 
ment in Manches‘er that a meeting had been convened of all local 
Friendly Societies. . The purpose of the meeting was to decide what 
collective action should be taken to support the new appeal for 
refugees by the German Jewish Aid Committee. 

Mr. Norman M. Jacobs, Chairman of the Manchester Branch of the 
German Jewish Aid Committee, addressed the meeting on the work 
of that Committee. The following resolutions were unanimously 
agreed upon :— 

“ That this meeting, representing the whole of the Jewish Friendly Society 
movement in Manchester and District, hereby pledges itself to do everything 
in its power to provide homes amo gst its members for refugee children.” 

“ That this meeting, recognising the urgent necessity of raising funds for 

the assistance of refugees, recommends that every Friendly Society in Man-« 
chester and: District pledges itself to raise at leasi Is. per member per 
quarter for one year towards this object.” 
__The Chairman urged that the two resolutions should be brought 
promptly to the attention of each Friendly Society by its representa- 
tives and that the Secretaries of each Society should submit to the 
Council Secretarv, Mr. Il. M. Morris, 55, Cross Street, Manchester, 2, 
lists of their members who volunteer to provide hospitality for refugee 
children. 

The Provincial Independent Tontine Society has already donated £80 
to the appeal for German Jewry and secured 30 offers of hospitality

Altogether, the German-Jewish Aid Committee 
in Manchester has received to date some two hundred offers of 
hospitality from Jewish families. On Sunday afternoon, the refugee 
children in Manchester were entertained to tea by one of the foster- 
parents, Mr..J. Lawrence, of Crescent Road, Crumpsall. 

Several young refugee students from Germany and one from 
Austria have recently arrived at the Manchester Talmudical College, 
it was reported at the monthly meeting of the Committee, held on 
Sunday. The Yeshiva hopes to be able in time to maintain fifty such 
students.

The Inter-University Jewish Federation Conference, held last week at ths 
Higher Broughton Synagogue Hall, Manchester, was attended by over 
forty Jewish students, representing Jewish university societies at Oxford, 
Cambridge. London, Manchester, Liverpool, Leeds, Cardifi, Edinburgh, 
Glasgow, Birmingham, Dublin, and Sheffield. 

On the Sabbath morning, a special Students’ Service was held at the 
Higher Broughton Synagogue. The Hon. Secreiary of the LUJ.F. (Mr. 
Bernard. Casper, of Trinity College, Cambridge) conducted the service and 
preached the sermon. He referred particularly to the questions of defence 
against anti-Semitism, the refugees, and Palestine. — 

The conference was opened on Sunday by Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann. Mr. 
G. D. M. Blok, Chairman, reported that during the year £300 had been 
raised for Austrian Student Relief and £100 for the Polish Jewish Students’ 
Appeal. 

A detailed report was presented to the conference of the condition of 
the Jewish students in the Polish universities, and subsequently the following 
resolutions on Jewish defence were passed : 

i. Because the development of European anti-Semitism has always occurred 
in the universities, this conference urges constant vigilance. by all university 
Jewish societies. (Proposed by Leeds.) 

> This conference considers that the Board of Deputies could, and should, 
co-ordinate Jewish defence activities by drawing in the widest sections of the 
Jewish Community in a campaign for the defence of Jewry as part of the defence 
of democracy. (Proposed by Cambridge.) 

:. This conference, recognising the necessity of combating anti-Semitism and 
Fascism. and mindful of the valuable work of the Jewish People’s Council in 
this connection, decides to affiliate to that organisation. (Proposed by Cambridge.) 

Mr. P. J. Druiff, the LU.J.F. delegate to the Board of Deputies, presented 
a report, after which the following resolution was passed: 

rhis conference, recognising the leading position of the Board of Deputies in 
Jewry, calls upon that body so to amend its constitution as to make provision 
for the democratic representation on it of all Jewish organisations. (Proposed 
by Cambridge.) 


Session Devoted to Refugees 


A special session was devoted to the discussion of the refugee problem, 
and it was resolved fo accord continued support to the International Student 
Service. whose work for Jewish students on the Continent ts much appre- 
ciated. and to the Polish Jewish Students’ Appeal. A message was sent 
from the conference to President Roosevelt, expressing gratitude for his 
lead towards the solution of the refugee problem. 

That this conference, while welcoming all practicable schemes for the relief of 
Jewish student refugees, recognises the superiority of immigration and settlement 
of those refugees in Palestine. This conference, therefore, while realising the 
invaluable nature of every type of relief work, urges that, so far as possible, 
moneys collected for this relief should be devoted to refugee training for and 
settlement in Palestine.” 

Reports were also given on the co-operation which exists between .the 
Federation and the B nai B'rith, the International Student Service, and the 
British Youth Peace Assembly. The World Union of Jewish Students were 
asked to transfer their headquarters, previously in Vienna, to London, and 
to arrange for another representative to be elected to the LS.S. Assembly 
at Geneva, in view of the fact that Dr. Teich, of the World Union, is now 
a retugee trom Austria. 

A scheme was discussed for providing further financial support for the 
erection of a Jewish students’ hostel in Jerusalem. 

Receptions were given during the week-end to the delegates by the Higher 
Broughton Synagogue Executive, Mr. and Mrs. L. Alexander, Mr. and Mrs. 
Manuel Cansino, and Mr. and Mrs. R. Barrow-Sicree. The conference ball 
was held at the Whitefield Golf Club.

* THE BOY” REBUKES HITLER YOUTH 
Non-Sectarian Clubs Discussed 


[From our Correspondent] 


The autumn issue of THe Boy, the magazine of the National Association 
of Boys’ Clubs (to which is affiliated the Association for Jewish Youth), 
contains a forthright criticism of the. Hitler Youth Movement, represen- 
tatives of which recently visited London boys’ clubs. 

This movement, says the article, “should understand that while we 
sympathise with their patriotic ideals and admire their willingness to sub- 
ordinate self to larger things, the English boys whose friendship they 
desire loathe intolerance and ¢ruelty, and that there could be no National 
Association of Boys’ Clubs in Great Britain if it.did not include, naturally 
and without question, Jews a4 well as Christians of every denomination. 
The participation of the Hitler Youth Movement in mass violence against 
Roman Catholics and Jews seems to us a reproach to all that youth move- 
ments stand for in any country, and we hope that any future visits by 
leaders of the German youth movement will not only help us to appreciate 
what is fine in Germiany of to-day but will help young Germans themselves 
to keep the spark of chivalry alive in their hearts.” rs 

There is in the same issue an article by Mr. George. M. Lotinga o 
non-sectarian boys’ clubs. The club of which he is the Hon. Secretary 
(at one time the Cambridge and Bethnal Green Jewish Boys’ Club) now 
comes under that heading, and Mr. Lotinga describes lucidly the success 
of the experiment. 

“ So-called problems of a religious or racial character between Christian 
and Jew,” he says, “just do not exist [in the Club]. He expresses the 


“hope that many more non-sectarian clubs will soon appear, and mentions 


that a number of clubs have recently shown signs of adopting a policy 
similar to his own. If by this Mr. Lotinga refers to Jewish clubs, [ can 
only say that, in my opinion, he is overstating the case. It is true that 
many Jewish clubs have now opened their doors to non-Jewish members, 
but (excluding Cambridge and Bethnal Green) I know of no instance 
where a Jewish club is contemplating becoming a strictly’ non-sectarian 
body. A recent A.J.Y. Senior Divisional Conference made this clear. 


THE CAMBRIAN’S NEED FOR PREMISES 


Stressed at Annual Dinner 


‘An “intimate gathering ” would be a very apt description of the Cambrian 
Club's second Annual Dinner, which was held at the First Avenue Hotel, 
Holborn, on Sunday. Of the sixty people present, not more than two or 
three were non-members, which made it a “Cambrian Dinner” in fact, and 
not, as in the case of many clubs, one in name only. (The Cambrian is a 
club for young people over nineteen years of age. It has a membership of 
about one hundred and forty). . 

The Hon. Secretary, Mr. Maurice Abbey, spoke of the Club's efforts during 
the past year in aid of Jewish and Spanish refugees. They proposed to run, 
he said, a Jewish play in support of these causes. 

Mr. D, Temple, the Chairman, said that for twenty-one months, since its 
inception, the Club had been waging a fight against inadequate premises. 
It had no “ big names” on its executive, no donors, and was maintained on 
the coppers of its members. It was one of the poorest clubs in London, 
which made its success all the more praiseworthy. He felt that the A.J.Y. 
had ‘not given the Club the help that it deserved. 

Mr. T. J. Phillips, the Hon. Secretary of the A.J.Y., referred to a request 
mide by Mr. Temple to forget small differences, and said that there were no 
serious differences in the A.J:Y. “If there are,” he said, “ someone goes out 
of the Association.” After giving an account of the work done by the 
A.J.Y., with special reference to new club buildings which had been erected, 
and were in the process of erection, Mr. Phillips said that the two 6rganisa- 
tions for rendering assistance in that direction were the Jewish Youth Fund 
and the National Fitness Campaign. Preference, he felt, should be given to 
the clubs for 14 to 18 year-olds, but there was no reason why the Cambrians 
should not present a scheme in order to obtain assistance for the erection or 
acquisition of new premises. In his opinion, however, “ if needed a bigver 
organisation than one club ° to obtain those facilities.

Investments and Securities 


Stock markets still maintain the better tone which developed just 
before the turn of the year. It.cannot be said that there has been any 
marked expansion in the volume of business, but a measure of inves - 
ment support is provided by the reinvestment of the substantial 
dividend moneys disbursed on January 1. Chief interest ts still in 
the industrial market, where most leading issues, and particularly iron 
and steel and aircraft shares, continue to find support at current price 
levels. Home rail stocks are also well maintained, the market having 
been stimulated a little by the better Christmas-time traffics, though 
main interest is still directed to the progress of the “square deal” 
campaign. The strength of Wall Street has again been a favourable 
factor, though this market suffered a reaction from its best levels on 
profit taking prior to the opening of the new Congress. The gilt- 
edged-market here, however, has again been under the influence of 
the weakness of sterling in the foreign exchange market, while the 
very heavy révenue deficit to be made up in the last three months of 
the national financial year was also an adverse factor. The lower 
exchange value of ‘sterling has again taken gold over the 150s. per 
ounce figure, but so far there has been no marked development of 
activity in mining shares. 


BARCLAYS BANK FIGURES 

The first of the big banking dividend and profit statements for 
1938 are now available. The net profit announced by Barclays Bank, 
Ltd.. for the year is £1,926,458, which compares with £2,133,825 in 
1937. After payment of the maximum dividend of 10 per cent. on 
the “A” shares for the year, as usual, the final dividend on the “B” 
And “C 
year. -This rate of dividend has been maintained over a very long 
period, this bank being the only one of the leading banking institutions 
which did not reduce its dividend at the time of the depression. Reserve

Mr. L. Sarna, Hon. Secretary, reported on the work of the Legion on 
behalf of their German-Jewish comrades. He said that the Legion had 
received hundreds of letters from Germany, Austria, Italy, and Czecho- 
Slovakia requesting assistance for settlement overseas. With the means at 
their disposal, it was only possible to deal with a small percentage of 
applicants. Mr. Sarna expressed his appreciation of the valuable assistance 
he had received from the Monash Saath and indi\iduals in the British 
Legion. Through the generosity of several individuals, the Jewish Legion 
had been instrumental jn helping many of their Jewish ex-Service comrades 
from Germany in & manner precluded, by the. usual refugee funds. Legion 
members are expected to help in placing or contributing to the upkeep of 
refugee children.. Those who can help are requested to communicate with 
the Secretary, 43, Prescot Street, London, E.1. 


According to the current issue of the BumpinGc Societies’ Gazette, the 
mortgage advances by building societies for 1938 may establish a new high 
record of over £140,000,000.

When they met next year the mines should be on 
the eve of the 60,000 tons per month mark foreshadowed last year, 

They were in constant receipt of satisfactory development news from the 


. mines. and the latest concerning Akontansi was very good. There was every 


indication that the ore reserve position there would be greatly augmented during 
the coming year, Perhaps the greatest tonnage of ore would be developed on 
the Pepe section, where they had already proved 1,897,524 tons of 2.35 dwt. ore 
and where, owing to the shallow nature of the deposit, costs of mining and 
milling should not exceed 6s. per ton. Developments of great significance to 
them were taking place on properties adjoining some of their ground, which 
contained the deep levels of Taquah and Abosso, Gold Coast Banket Areas, 
and South Banket Areas. The continuation of those ore bodies in-depth should 
enter this Company's property tn duc course. 

Two years ago he had said that they might contemplate the formation of 
perhaps two or three subsidiary companies, and that still held good. Up to 
now they had concentrated on areas which could supply a central mull. As 
they went farther afield and opened up new ground, the question of separate

A VAST PROPERTY 


They owned a vast property—perhaps comparable in some ways to what was 
originally owned by the West Witwatersrand Co.—although really no com- 
parison was possible for several reasons. One was that they owned 100 per cent. 
of the ground, whereas in the Union the Government owned the predominant 
share. Also it should be remembered that whereas their ore bodies existed and 
were worked from the grass roots, those of West Witwatersrand were very deeply 
seated—some 3,000 to 4,000 feet below the surface, thus necessitating much 
greater expenditure in deep shaft sinking and equipment. There was another 
point: they, on the Gold Coast, would not have the temptation to lower grade 
as and when the price of gold rose. Their fixed policy would be to mine and 
mill whatever was the settled average grade of ore. 

Mr. Robert Annan, in the course of a review of the mining operations, referring 
to the map accompanying the report, said that there existed under their property 
several conglomerate beds of a nature similar to those on the Rand, in which 
shoots of payable ore occurred. On the section shown by the plan alone, they had 
some twelve miles of outcrop on which they were developing five separate mines. 
That gave some idea of the magnitude of the property and of the prospects 
as yet undeveloped. He thought shareholders would share their opinion that 
as development and equipment proceeded they would build up a mining enter- 
prise of. very considerable magnitude. 

The report was unanimously adopted. 

A resolution was unanimously passed increasing the capital to £2,300,000 by 
the creation of 2,200,000 shares of 5s. cach.

BRITISH FILMS IN AMERICA 


A “ United Front” Needed 
(By our Cinema Correspondent) 


Contrary to general belief, British films do. not make nearly as 
much money for their producers on release in the American market 
as could be imagined from such a huge financial field. 

Before Alexander Korda went to America to try to get a better 
“ deal” for his London Films, it was not uncommon for an American 
renter to offer as little as £4,000 for the outright purchase of a British 
film for the American market. The preference naturally given to home 
products, and the- enormous cost of exploiting what they term a 
“ foreign” film, are the two set-backs that have confronted and still 
confront British films in America. 

A famous British film was recently shown in Chicago. It did 
splendid business at two cinemas, but after deductions were made for 
advertising, displays, and distribution costs, the British company found 
that it owed the American distributor twenty-five pounds for the 
Chicago run! | 

Now that Gaumont-British have closed down their own renting 
branches in America and handed over their pictures to Twentieth 
Century-Fox, there is no direct British contact available for 
progucers. There are two plans of attack available. The first is, to 
reach ‘some Anglo-American agreement, based on the fact that 
America takes millions of pounds out of the British market, and 
that it should give British pictures the same fair treatment in America 
as its own films are given here., The second scheme has been talked 
about for. over a year. It provides for all British producers to join 
together, finance their own distribution outlets in America, and have 
a board of independent businessmen to choose the best and most 
suitable number of pictures for release. This would appear to be 
the only possible way really to go into the American market and 
zeta square deal for British pictures... 

When the Ostrer brothers closed their Shepherd’s Bush studios, they 
did so because the American market failed to provide suticient 
returns for the big increases in production costs of films expressly 
designed to appeal to American audiences. Two years have elapsed, 
and to-day, with only one or two exceptions, the same thing still 
applies. 


Premieres 
CHERI-BIBI “—Berkeley (“A™ Certificate) 


Pierre Fresnay plays the title réle of a hardened criminal in this 
colourful drama of. Devil's Island, many shois of which have an 
authentic air. The film dwells at great length on character rather 
than violence, and the audience is thereby allowed to know each 
figure intimately. 

Arrested for robbery, murder, and criminal violence, a handful of 
Parisian gangsters are sentenced to varying terms of imprisonment on 
the Island. Only. one of them is innocent, and he finally escapes 
through the help of a farmer's wife, on whose land the prisoners are 
working. 

Had the director been a little'more certain of the ultimate destina- 
the film ~would have gripped even fiore than ‘it 
does, and there would have been a smoother change-over from the 
first to the second half of the story. Pierre Fresnay is forceful in 
his role, but it is the team work of Jean. Pierre Aumont. Aimos. 
Thomy Bourdelle, and a large number of small part players who give 
the production a wealth of conviction and character. : 


“THE GAUNT STRANGER “—Gaumont, Haymarket (“A” Certificate) 

Michael Balcon’s Capad company has produced this efficient and 
en‘ertaining picture of Edgar Wallace's thriller, based on one of “ The 
Ringer” series. Without engaging expensive stars, the producer has 
assembled a cast of well-known British small-part players and given 
them rdles that fit like gloves. The exception is Sonnie Hale. who 
proves himself a better comedian than. was ever suspected, As a 
cockney convict who is made a copper’s “ nark “ to identify the Ringer, 
Hale out-performs the Gordon Harker of earlier Wallace films. 
Walter Forde certainly knows his London types, for there are times 
when the action is so real that it might be taking place just down the 
Street. Suspense, clever deduction, and a surprise at the end are 
welded together in a most plausible manner. The picture makes Mr. 
Balcon’s Ealing Studios the place to watch for further good British 
pictures, 


“THE COWBOY AND THE LADY "—Gaumont, Haymarket (“U” 
Certificate) 


By placing Gary Cooper in a cowboy’s clothes and a ten-gallon 
sietson, neither. Samuel Goldwya nor Director H. C. Potter have 
destroyed the quiet-talking and plain-speaking Mr. Deeds that is now 
indelibly ingrained in Mr. Cooper. The story is of a wealthy girl, 
whose father has aspirations for the Presidency, who goes to Florida, 
joins her two maids to have fun at a local rodeo, meets a cowboy, and 
hastily marries him. Thereafter she tries to sort out the démestic and 
social tangles her marriage provokes, but not before her husband 
arrives unexpectedly at a banquet, tells all present what he thinks of 
their behaviour and snobbery, and returns to his ranch to find them all 
there to greet him. ; 

Every scene in which Gary Cooper and Merle Oberon appear 
together is a gem of sincere and natural acting, against backgrounds 
that are fresh to the screen. They are well supported by Henry 


Davenport, Henry Kolker, and Emma Dunn. 


“I AM THE LAW ”—Regal, Marble Arch (“A” Certificate) 


Here is the most satisfying presentation to date in the cycle of 


American “smashing the rackets” films. The story concerns a 
professor of law who is about to take a long holiday from. the 


= _— 


university. He goes to a cinema, finds the audience pouring out of 
it, and discovers that city racketeers are planting stench bombs 
because the manager refuses to pay for their protection. 
Offered the job of “cleaning up” the city, the professor gives up 
his holiday, goes to work on the gangsters, and succeeds in rounding 
them up. Edward G. Robinson's portrayal of the methodical law 
professor who finds himself face to face with gangsters and gunmen 
equals his other fine performances in recent films. Barbara O'Neill 
gives the film its only human touch as his wife, and John Beal, Wendy 
Barrie, and Otto Kruger are all good in their réles. Alexander Hall 
has directed his artists in such a way that the customary hysteria, 
shouting, and “ fireworks” of gangster films are noticeable by their 
absence. It is a well-done film of contemporary American life. 


“THE MAD MISS MANTON “—Regal, Marble Arch (“A” Certificate) 


This murder mystery comedy tells an ingenious story of a bunch of 
bright young things who try to solve a couple of murders, with Barbara 
Stanwyck acting vivaciously in the title réle, and the soulful Henry 
Fonda revealing a surprising gift for light comedy in the part of a 
reporter.

“ The Refugee—To-day and To-morrow ™ is the subject of the latest 
March of Time film, the whole issue of which is devoted to the subject 
of racial, political, and religious refugees.

OG THE GIANT 
BY AUNTIE 
Mow: fairy books have stories of- giants, 


but none of them exceeds in fantasy the 

legends concerning Og, King of Bashan, 
who would appear to have been such an 
enormous giant that all the others must have 
been mere pigmies beside him. Let me tell you 
some, at least, of the rabbinical stories 
concerning this monster. 


A Bic BED 


The size of Og is referred to in Deuteronomy, 
where Moses recounts how Isracl defeated him 
at the battle of Edrei, and his land was divided 
among the half tribe of Manasseh. “ For only 
Og, King of Bashan, remained of the remnant 
of giants. Behold, his bedstead was a bedstead 
of iron: 4s it not in Rabbath of the children 
of Ammon? Nine cubits was the length there- 
of, and four cubits the breadth of it, after the 
cubit of a man.” So this bed must have been 
about seventeen feet long and seven feet wide. 
Og was thus a gentleman of considerable size, 
whose stature appears to have grown with every 
tale concerning him, and the bed could, there- 
fore, have been merely his cot when a baby 
if we are to believe some of the legends 
regarding his hugeness.

A third suggests that he sat on the 
steps of the Ark and on promising to be a slave 
to Noah was given food passed to him through 
a window every day. This must have imposed 
a great strain on Noah's larder, for Og had 
such a big appetite that it is said he consumed 
1,000 Oxén a day and washed them down with 
an equivalent amount of liquid refreshment.

He ruled over 
Sixty cities, which he surrounded with walls, 
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the lowest of which was not less than sixty 
miles in height. (When the Rabbis embroidered 
a tale they did it properly!)
